Kemp Defeats Matterson in a Sculling Race 
in Australia, 


SYDNEY, New South Wales, April 25.—The 
soulling race for the championship of the 
world between Peter Kemp and Neil Matter- 
son took place to-day on the Paramétta River 
and resulted in a victory for hemp. 


The Men; 


Neither Matterson nor Kemp could be 
classed with Henry Searle, the young Aus- 
tralian who held the world's champiousbhip at 
the time of his death. William Beach, anoth- 
er Australian who wrested the titie from Han- 
lon, was champion before Searle. lie is now 
a rather old man, being well into 
the thhties before he begun rowing profes- 
sionally. Beach was a remarkable sculler, 
and the fact that he did not commence 
until 80 late in life to row a 
shell makes his performances all the 
more brilliant. Searle was even greater as an 
oarsman, and his youth proved too much for 


man the world ever produced. His death 


left the championship an unsettled question, 
however, and if anyone was entitied to claim 
the title it was Beach. There has been some 
talk of his re-entering a boat, but itis highly 
Improbabile that a man at his age 
of life will attempt to return to rowing as he 
has gone beyond the time when he could do 
his best work. Kemp and Matterson have no 
more right to row for the title than any other 
two oarsman. Both have been deaten 
by other men than Searle. McLean 
defeated Matterson some time ago and will 
row Kemp on May 15. It is said that young 
Stanisoury isthe best of all Australian scull- 
ers. Heisaman of wonderful strength, but 
his stroke as vet lacks finish. O’Connor, the 
American champion, who is now in 
Australia,will probably get on a match for the 
world’s championship with the winner of the 
present series of races, and if he is defeated 
the title certainly belongs in that country, as 
he is unquestionably the finest sculler in 
America or England.

— — 


The Progress of Germany in the 
Black Continent. 


Emin Denouncéd for His Ingrati- 
tude by the English Press. 


The Veil of Philanthropy Removed By Ger- 
many, Exposing Her Plans in Africa— 
The English Enraged—Sir Francis De 
Winton to Conduct an English Expedi- 
tion—A Socialist Convicted of Slander— 
Mr. Gladstone’s Speech on the [rish Land 
Purchase Bill—Important Mexican Leg- 
islation—President Carnot’s Movements— 
Foreign News, 


LONDON, April 25.—It is evident from the 
tone ofthe English press generally thatthe 
English are very much disturbed over the 
new aspect of affairsin Africa. The dally 
press give token of their perturbation, and 
though some ofthe Government organs pro- 
fess to minimize the African business and 
ridcule the idea that such a mild mannered 
man as Emin Pasha will ‘be able to 
supplant English endeavors, yet it is plain 
that genuine surprise and alarm has seized 
them. Accustomed to little opposition in 
colonial aggrandizement, and that from. in- 
ferior Powers, easily silenced, England can- 
not reconcile herself to the new order of 
things. It has come upon her like a 
shock that any plans for the quiet 
appropriation of new territory, though 
the desired acquisition included half 
a continent, should receive a sudden and de- 
cided check. Notwithstanding the fact that 
she has long recognized in Germany a col- 
onial opponent and rival in the ‘‘Ciyilizing’’ 
process which calmly takes over the manage- 
ment of whole countries on the pjea that civ- 
flization demands it, aud in spite of the fact 
that English writers have frequently pre- 
dicted just such a condition of affairs as the 
present, England cannot bring herself to be- 
lieve that a power like Germany is about to 
enter upon a struggle with her for supremacy 
in Africa. 

EMIN PASHA’S INGRATITUDE. 

Now that German writers havetorn away 
the yell of philauthropy which concealed the 
real designs of the English Emin Kelief Com- 
mittee and shown that the committee’s 
plans for relieving Emin included his enroll- 
ment as a German agent, the rage of the 
English press at Emin’s ingratitude knows 
no bounds. At first this rage expressed itself 
in plain language, in which Emine was 
roundly denounced, but more re- 
cently they have sought to conceal 
this feeling in affecting to despise 
Emin’s ability. It is curious that the ill 
feeling between the two countries should crop 
out at this time when their respective presses 
are busy cementing the renewed friendship 
recently -established between the young 
Kaiser and his grandmother’s Government. 


The latest scheme urged is a congress of all 
the powers interested in Africa which shall 
agree upon a partition of that continent. The 
proposal is put forth by English papers as the 
best and only possible amicable arrangement, 
and neither England nor Germany will be 
likely to remain idle while sucha proposition 
is being diseussed. But the scrambie for 
Africa having fairly begun, the strict ob- 
servance ot respective spheres of 
intluence will be litle respected 
by the leaders of expioring parties. 
Without doubt the British East African 
Co. is quietly preparingan expedition of 
Which the object will be to circumvent Emin 
and hold the country in British interests un- 
til Stanley can take command, establish 
treaties and begin the enormous work of 
opening the country. Meanwhile, the rest of 
the world looks on and wonders if the am- 
bitions of the two rival commercial com- 
panies will be allowed to plunge the two 
greatest European powers into armed strife. 
_ SIR PRANCIS DE WINTON. 

LONDON, April 25.—It is stated that Sir Fran- 
cis De Winton will start for Mombassa in May 
to assume the direction of the affairs of the 
British East Africa Co. He will be accompa- 
nied by several energetic officers. The com- 
pany is determined to push an expedition into 
the interior of Africa without delay.

It was sv 
bad that if adopted it would enable the land- 
lord to obtain compensation upon a larger in- 
come than he possessed. There was to be no 
charge for management, expenses of 
eviction or for bad debts, 
with other charges necessarily failing 
upon the landlords. He also objected strongly 
to placing an embargo upon the local funds of 
the counties. Such a proposal violated a 
principle which the House of Commous should 
always hold sacred. 

Mr. Giadstone also referred to the constitu- 
tional objections tothe bill and said these 
were sufficient to prevent the measure from 
goingto a second reading. Ireland, he ur- 
gued, was opposed to the measure, 
inasmuch as. five-sixths of the § Irish 
members had gone on record in 
opposition to it.

Baroo SARA, La., April 25.—The steamer 
Dacotah has been at work sailing up and down 
the river banks rescuing people whose homes 
have been swept away. and taking on board 
the starving cattle which stand around in 
the water nearly dead. About five hun- 
.dred people have been saved. At Grand 


— the men are working to 
hold Payten dyke, but whether they can do 
so Or not it. is hard to gay. A dispatch from 
New Orleans states that Louisville & Nash- 
ville trains are running on time. 

Both ends ofthe Martinez Crevasse below 
this place have been secured and a deter- 
mined effort will be made to close it, The 
water is rapidly filling the country to the rear 
and made its appearance in Shannon’s Canals 
this morning. Mr. Shannon does not anti- 
cipate that all of his place will go under, even 
if the break is not closed. The north-bound 
Mississipp! Valley train, due here at noon 

esterday,reached here at 5 o’clock last even- 
ng. The chances are that the tracks of 
this road will be submerged. The break 
at Lobdell’s, the Parish Levee, as it is called, 
eighteen miles above here, on the West Baton 
Rouge side, is 300 feet wide. All of Clark’s, 
Chamberlain’s and John Dowell’s land is 
under water. David Dovall, President of the 
Police Jury, bas 250 acres of cane under and 
75 out, with the backwater still rising. The 
backwater has reached Burk and Dougherty 
Westover place, but their rear levee is an ex- 
cellent one, and they expect to keep the 
water out. 

FLYING FOR SAFETY. 

The people of Grosse Tete and West Baton 
Rouge are as fast as possible bringing their 
stock and cattle over tothe hille for safety. 
Only the hills and high places will escape 
Overflow. The Texas Pacific steamer Wheeler 
that has been doing relief work around Mor- 
ganza has arrived. Her commander, Capt.

Capt. Cowdon's Plan. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 3. — Capt. John 
Cowdon, promoter of the scheme to open an 
outlet for the flood waters of the Mississipp! 


River through Lake Borgne, from a point ten 
miles below New Orleans, which be has been 
urging upon Congress for the past ten years aud 
others interested with ulm were «iven a hear- 
ing to-day by the Senate Committee on Com- 
merce. Ihe bill authorizing Capt. Cowdon 
and associates to proceed with the work, 
in committee, Provides 
be paid the sum 
every foot the flood 
level of the river shall be reduced to the out- 
let, the fact to be ascertained bv a commission 
appointed by the President, which shall re- 
port to the Secretary of War. In case 
the outlet shall not be successful in 
reducing the flood level, no payment 
is to be made by the Government. 
Capt. T. P. Leathers, an old steamboat cap- 
tain and pilot, statedto the committee his 
objections to the levee system which, he said, 
bad resulted in raising up the bottom of the 
river. The Eads jetties, he said, had notin 
hisvpinion improved the navigation in the 
river above New Orleans one bit. 

Gen. J. R. Chalmers told the committee 
that in his opinion the levee and outlet sys- 
tems ought to be used in connection with each 
other. Onealone was not sufficient to deal 
with the difficulties of the situation. 

Capt. Cowdon addressed the committee at 
length in support of the bill. He exhibited a 
great number of maps and drawings to illus- 
trate his assertions. 

Chairman Frye: ‘‘Do you believe with Capt. 
Leathers that the bottom of theriver has been 
rising with the levees?’’ 

Capt. Cowdon: No more doubt of it than 
there is that I am talking to you. 

The Captain named several places where 
rocks that were knowh to old pilots 
were unknow tothe new ones, being buried 
outofsight. At his old home, where there 
was no levee when he wasa boy, there is 
one now six feet high and there 
is not as much water in the 
channel as there was then. Bythe construc- 
tion of the Lake Borgne outlet, Capt. Cowdon 
said, the flood waters of one-quarter of the 
area of the Mississippi Valley could be di- 
verted from the present channel, affording 
great relief to the inundated districts. 

II. J. Shulthies of the Legislative Committee 
of the Knights of Labor and Federation of 
Labor, who announced himself as a 
student of rivers for fifteen years, 
read to the committee a paragraph from the 
roport of Charles Ellet, an engineer sent by 
the War Department in 1853 to investi- 
gate the floods of the Mississippi 
River and report a plan or plans to prevent 
the disastrous inundations caused by them. 
Mr. Ellet, in that paragraph, commended the 
Lake Borgne outlet He the best 
means of securing relief from overflow by 
floods, Inanswer to questions by Senator 
Gibson. Mr. Shultbies said that the levee sys- 
tem had cost over $90,000,000 and 
that it was supported by an organization in 
the Ststes where the money was expended, so 
strong as to prevent agitation in that 
section of the country, or any other 
Pian. He, himself, was an agitator, but he 
would not dare, as he valued his lite, to make 
aspeech along the lower end of the Missis- 
Sippi River advocating the outlet system. 
And yet that was absolutely necessa n con- 
nection with levees, in order to relievé the 
people of the periodical impoverishment to 
which they were subjected by flooas. 

Senator Gibson: ‘‘We shall be ve 
learn from you any means of relief.’ 

Mr. Shuithies: Send men to Congress 
vies vote for outiets and you will find re- 

ef. 

Mr. Shulthies was requested by Chairman 
Frye to prepare and file a brief giving tne 
names of officers other than Ellet who ap- 
proved the outlet system.

Ab Ordinance has been recommended to the 
Municipal Assembly by the Board of Public 
Improvements to light the parke by elestric- 
ity.

It makes provision for lighting 
all the parks with the exception of 
Tower Grove and Lafayette Park, but the in- 
dications are that these resorts will be in- 
serted in the measure when it reaches the 
Assembly.

Matlack, and his omission of Lafayette and 
Tower Grove Parks is due to the fact that 
both places are managed toa large extent by 
Com missioners selected for that purpose, and 
though they were written by the Supervisor 
regarding the proposed substitution of elec- 
tricity for gas, no answers were given by 
either set of commissioners. It will not be 
too late, however, to add these parks to the 
others, when the bill reaches the Assembly. 

The board also considered an ordinance to 
light all that portion of the city south 
of Keokuk street called Carondelet,

Commissioner Klemm’s Grievance,

Mr. Kiemm’s grievance, 
outgrowth of a Ryehlichi damage suit of 
Rychblichi vs, the city, which was tried in 
the Circuit Court yesterday and resulted 
in a verdict for the city. The 
plaintiff claimed that when that part of the 
city in the neighborhood of Forest Park was 
graded in 1877, a lot of waste 
water was drained off on his premises 
and three years later he sued the city 
for $6,000. The case has been in the 
cvurts ever since.

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STRUCK BY A CLOUD-BURST. 


The City of Gainesville, Tex., Deluged and 
Damaged. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aron. 

GAINESVILLE, Tex., April 25.—It has been 
raining here almost constantly since last 
Monday night, and at 8 o’clock last nighta 
cloud-burst struck this city, last ing 
some four hours, deluging the 
town and country to the depth 


of several feet. The water ran in great rivers 
through the streets, even inthe highest part 
of the city, in many places three feet deep. A 
small creek, which flows through the center 
of the city, left its banks and swept away 
numerous small dwellings and bundreds of 
luhsbitants were carried from their houses, 
which surrounded by several 
feet water, on the backs 
of men and horses. The fire alarm was 
sounded at II o’clock, and the department 
and thousands of others turned out and 
helped in rescuing families residing in the 
low lands along the creek. The 
work of rescuing was kept up 
neariv all night. Large quantities of 
valuable property have been swept away. 
Fire basements are filled with water, and a 
great amonnt of damage has been done to 
merchandise stored there, but no lives have 
been lost so far as can be learned. The 
loss to property will be many thousands 
of dollars. This was the heaviest rain 
ever known here, andthe streams are higher 
by several feet than ever before. The whole 
country is deluged, and crops “ye certainly 
ruined, Large washouts have Occurred on 
all railroads, and it will take several days to 
repair them before trains can pass ever. 
A Galveston and Kansas City train on 
tne Santa Fe is water bound six miles 
south of Gainesville, and the passengers will 
haye to be rescued by boats if the water about 
them gets much higuer, which it will likely 
do, as the rain is still pouring down in 
torrents. One lady diedinthe arms of a man 
who was carrying her from her house, which 
was several feet in water.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 25.—Harvey Salo- 
mon of Clinton, Mo., arrived here this morn- 
ing. Mr. Salomon. is interested with other 
parties ih the organization ofa National de- 
pository at Muskogee in the In- 
dian Territory. The organization as 
proposed leaves the control of the af- 
fairs with residents of the Territory. 
In other words they become the leading 
stockholder. Such an Institution would be of 
great benefit to the Government in many 
Ways, as well as persons transacting Govern- 
ment business through that country.

The ntmerous aspirants are 
already at work endeavoring to obtain infiu- 
ence at this end of the line. 

J. B. Desnoyer and Mason G. Smith of St. 
Louis are among this morning’s arrivals. A. 
F. Fletcher is bere from the same place. 

Congressman Wade continues his calls at 
the State Department in the interest of his 
friend Poney Boyd, who he wants sent abroad.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April %2%.—Congress- 
man Kinsey, in speaking to-day of the efforts 
thatare being made to have the appropria- 
tion for Jefferson Barracks increased to 
$1,000,000, said: 

Jean see no prospect of obtaining an ap- 
propriation larger than that already agreed 
upon. The committees, acting upon the rec- 
ommendations of the War Department, have 
placed the amount to be spent on the barracks 
at $250,000. We expect to have the bill up 
soon and hope to pass it. In view of the fact 
that all the appropriation bills are running 
high, it would be useless to ask for an 
increase at this time and as for an appropria- 
tion of $1,000,000, even if so large a sum could 
be raised, I do not think it would be 
advisable to appropriate it in a iump. 
That amount could not reasonably be ex- 
pected for several years. The committee 
have under consideration a pian to recom- 
mend the sale of the St. Louls Arsenal prop- 
erty and to use the proceeds of the sale for 
reconstructing and repairing Jefferson Bar- 
racks.’’

A STORY ABOUT THE ALLEGED MURDERER 
OF JOHN M. CLAYTON. © 


— 


The Man, One Thomas Hooper, Said to 
Have Located at Ranchito, Near Los 
Angeles, Where He Died Recently—Gov. 
‘Eagle in Quest of Information—The Con- 
gressional Investigation Committee. 


Los ANGELES, Cal., April 25.—Regarding the 
report that Thomas Hooper, arancher, who 
died at Ranchito, near here, lagt winter, was 
implicated in the murder of John M. Clayton 
of Arkansas, the following facts are learned: 
Last June Charies Lewis ‘called on Sheriff 
Aguirre and said that in the latter part of 
1888 he made the acquaintance of Thomas 
Hooper and cared for him when he was sick. 
Hooper was often moody and Lewis 
asked him the reason. Hooper replied inti- 
mating that in 1868 he killed two men in 
Conway County, Ark., whose names Lewis 
caught as Thomas and May. Little by little 
he told Lewis that several years before his 
father had been killed in Arkansas by a body 
of men who took him from jail and lynched 
him. lle swore vengeance upon the lynchers 
and told Lewis the men whom he had killed 
weretwo of the ringleaders in the party, 
while Clayton was a third. 

„It you ever hear of Clayton dying with his 
boots on, Hooper remarked to Lewis, you 
will know who killed him.“ 

During December Hooper disappeared, and 
soon after Lewis read of the assassination of 
Clayton. Lewis called at Hooper’s bouse and 
Hooeper’s son said he did not know where his 
atber was. Later Lewis learned that Hooper 
had reappeared and bought a ranch at 
Ranchito. During the investigation by the 
Sheriff letters were received from Gov. 
Eagle of Arkansas, stating that Tom Hooper 
was brought up in Conway County, Arkansas, 
and went through the war in the Confederate 
army; that he was in Eagle’s regiment when 
quiteaboy. Helefttbe State in 1868 or 1869, 
and had not been there since to live. 

Governor’s description is said to 
fit the Ranchito Hooper. He also 
said Hooper’s father was murdered 
about the tline stated. The Sheriff was about 
to arrest Hooper last winter when the floods 
came and cut off connection with Ranchito 
for several days. During that time Hooper 
was taken down with pneumonia und died. 
Gov. Eagle, in replying, under date of March 
31, 1890, to a communication from Sheriff 
Aguirre of Los Angeles County requests speci- 
mens of Hooper’s writing. © concludes by 
saying: 

“Circumstances that have come to light 
point to Hooper as the provable person who 
committed thiscrime. If he did, and is now 
dead, he cannot be convicted in the courts, 
but I hope you will immediately take this up 
and help us rush it to a coucluslon.“ 


The Investigation Committee. 


LitTT_e Rock, Ark., April 25.—The members 
of the committee appointed by Congress to 
investigate the Clayton-Breckinridge House 
contested election case, consisting of Levi 
Marsh of Pennsylvania, ©.

TOO MUCH PATERNALISM. 

The compulsory education law of Illinois 
was favored by both political parties and 
did not, like the Bennett law of Wiscon- 
sin. single out any class of private schools 
and make it the duty of the authorities to 
destroy them. The Illinois law exempted 
the parent from punishment if he sent 
his child to a private school approved by 
the Public School Board of his district. 
This allowed the board some discretion in 
the way of conceding something to the 
natural rights and preferences of the par- 
ent with reference to the educatfon of his 
child. 

Yet even this discretion has been 80 

abused as to show that the Illinois law 
also must be amended to prevent it from 
being used for the suppression of private 
schools as commendable and praise- 
worthy as any liberal mind can ask. A 
German Lutheran parochial school in 
Jackson County, III., in which all the 
branches required by law were well 
taught in the English language, was 
broken up by the prosecution of its pa- 
trons, and another similar school was 
similarly suppressed in Randolph 
County. In the latter case the school 
directors of three of the districts from 
which the school drew pupils had ap- 
proved their attendance, but the direct- 
ors of another district considered it in 
the way of their district school, refused 
to let any pupils from their district at- 
tend it, and actually broke it up by prose- 
cuting the parents of those who did at- 
tend. 
All the good results obtainable from 
compulsory education laws can be accom- 
plished without carrying paternalism in 
government to such an unreasonable and 
offensive extreme. When a parent's so- 
licitude for the proper education of his 
child is attested by the liberal provision 
he makes for its education out of his own 
means, and if the man is sane and fit to be 
trusted with the support and guardian- 
ship of his own children, no government 
on earth can provide the child a truer or 
better guardianship, and no State should 
presume toinvade the family circle for 
the purpose of setting aside a parent’s 
most sacred rights and usurping his ten- 
derest functions. We should be sorry to 
see any such warfare against private 
schools inaugurated in Missouri under the 
delusion that it will strengthen the public 
schools or promote the cause of public 
education.

THE provision that All taxes shall be 
uniform upon the same class of subjects’’ 
in the Pennsylvania Constitution has just 
received a judicial interpretation which is 
of interest in Missouri, because our Con- 
titution contains precisely the same pro- 
vision. The Pennsylvania Legislature 
enacted a statute exempting all business 
corporations except brewing companies 
from taxation on their capital stock, and 
the brewing companies claimed that the 
discrimination against them. was uncon- 
stitutional. But the court held that brew- 
ing companies are a specific Class by 
themselves; that the provision required 
uniform taxation as to them, and did not 
require a uniform rule of taxation for all 
manufacturing companies as a specific 
class of subjects. This opens a new ave- 
nue of assault on the breweries for the 
cold-water men, but the State Supreme 
Court is yet to pass upon the point.

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THE WOOL TRADE. 


How Low Rentals Have Assisted 
in Building Up the St. 
Louis Market. 


Dealers Predict That the Coming 
Season Will Surpass All 
Others in Receipts. 


Numerous Evidences of the Growth of the 
Industry Sere—New Houses Steadily 
Entering Into the Trade—Disadvantages 
Under Which the Eastern Merchants 
Labor—A Prophesy That St. Louis Will 
Eventually Become the Largest Wool 
Market in tne Country—Local Keceivers 
and Handlers of the Article Discuss the 
General Outlook for the Year. 


The article published in last Friday’s Post- 
DISPATCH reviéwing the wonderful progress 
St. Louis bas made as a wool market, and giv- 
ing the views of various local dealers as to the 
causes that have produced this result, at- 
tracted widespread attention. All the mer- 
chants, without exception, give the system 
of cash dealing and quick re- 
turns peculiar to this market 
credit for being largely responsible for the 
wonderful growth of trade here. They say 
that the shippers like to know as soon as 
possible how they stand on tbeir clip and 
naturally want to be paid for their product 
immediately instead of being kept waiting for 
months asisthe case when they send their 
goods to the Eastern markets. St. Louis 18 
the only market inthe country upon which 
they ean rely for quick returns, wool fre- 
quently being disposed of hereonthe day of 
its arrival unless orders are given to hold it. 
The growers do not lose the interest on their 
money when they ship here, as is the 
case when wool is sent to the Eastern market. 
Then no storage or insurance charges are 
made here as isthe casein the East, and va- 
rious other charges made there are omitted 
in this market. The commission charged 
here is much lees than inthe East, and wool 
ls handied more economically in every re- 
spect In this market than in any other in the 
country. In addition to selling direct to the 
Eastern mille, who have representatives bere, 
placing St. Louis on the same footing with 
Boston and other seaboard points with re- 
spect*%o manufacturing establishments in the 
East, allthe Western milis make their pur 
chases almost exclusively in this market, 


as they cannot get the wools used by them at 
any other point. These are the various 
reasons for the remarkable growth of the 
wool industry bere. This growtb is all the 
more wonderful when it is considered that St. 
Louis has shown such large gains in this line 
of trade the past two years in spite of the gen- 
eral depression which existed during that 
time in the woo! manufacturing business. 
MR. HERMAN BIENENSTOK 

of S. Bienenstok & Co., in discussing the sit- 
vation remarked: ‘‘One of the best evidences 
of the progress this city is making as a wool 
market is the manner in which houses in that 
line have sprungup here. A few years ago 
there were only afew wool firms in St. Tous: 
now there are scores of them. Last year 
there was more effort than ever made here to 
handie wools and many 
who heretofore handled 
a small way in connection 
other commission business have been drop- 
ping the other lines graduaily and devoting 
their attentions exclusively to wool. We 
have acquired forcustomers at this market 
a large line of manufacturers from the 
Southern, Western and Northern States in 
addition tothe Eastern manufacturers who 
have always made ita pointto have buyers 
here to secure theirsupplies as the wool 
comes in and then grade it to suit their textile 
wants. This is particularly true of ail 
large mills In the East. The 
rents here have been a great ad- 
vantage in favor of St. Louis 
as a wool market, as it has enabled us to 
handle the article on a closer margin than 
the Eastern h uses. The woo! business is 
very bulky and takes up a great deal of room. 
It is not necessary by any weans inthis busi- 
ness to have costly buildings and handsomely 
appointed and frescoed offices. All that is 
required is to keep the grades separated and 
have good light so that the buyer can see pre- 
cisely what he desires. The business men 
engaged in the trade in St. Louis have 
as large, and in many instances larger and 
more spacious quarters than the Eastern 
houses. Both the commission menand deal- 
ers in wool have their places of business situ- 
ated close tothe railroad and river outlets, 
and in asection of the city where rents are 
low, You do not find them in the fashionable 
business quarter of the city, where land is 
very costly, andin elaborate buildings, with 
costiy offices attacked, as is the case with 
wool men inthe Eastern markets. As the 
profits on all raw materials where 
the value is ascertainable is not 
over 3 to 5 per cent of its actual cost the busi- 
ness will not allow these high rentals. There 
is no need for wool mento seek quarters in 
high-priced neighborhoods, as no matter 
where they are the buyers and mill men will 
hunt them up if they are handiers or receiy- 
ers of any magnitude. Besides, most every 
active and large handler and receiver of wool 
is thoroughly posted about all consumers and 
knows in general about what each needs for 
the class of goods he is manufacturing, 80 
that whenever the wool dealer has an article 
be knows will suit certain consumers he noti- 
fies them of the fact. This business is 
not lixe retail dry goods and other fancy lines 
which rely on ladies for patronage. They, of 
course, must find fancy quarters on promi- 
nent thoroughfares where rentals are very 
high as their customers could not be induced 
to patronize them if they were located ina 
less fashionable neighborhood. Ihave known 
of a building erected in the Eastfor the wool 
trade on which the owners of the structure 
have realized a profit of $60,000. No firm in 
St. Louis would be willing to pay 
the interest on the profits of that 
building, although we have structures 
here occupied by the trade which are more 
spacious and better adapted to the business. 

ool or any other raw material cannot be 
handled judiciously and for the best interest 
of the grower and consumer under such large 
expenses. Where goods are handled at heavy 
expense somebody must pay the fiddler. In 
handling raw material it ie quantity that pays. 
All lines of business are now systematized 
and worked on such small margin that un.ess 
every expense is curtailed there is little profit 
left for anybody. St. Louis wool merchants 
have cheap rents and light expenses, 1 
enable them to make lower charges than — 
made in other markets for handling the arti- 
cle and the merehants here are active and > 
ergetic, the hotel and railroad accommo > 
tions the very best, the banks are liberal in 
the matter of accommodating those who de- 
sire money with loans at as low a rate as 9 — 
be obtained anywhere, and we are witbin 
easy access of both ucer and msnu- 
facturer and it is an old and true proverb that 
the best market is the nearest bome.

Louis as a wool market, toa 
greater extent this year than ever before, and 
orders for sacks and inquiries are 
being made regarding our market, from parts 
of the country that have never done any bus- 
iness with St. Louis before. Ihe tree circula- 
tion of cirularsand the reports they get from 
the POST- DISPATCH are causing all this, and 
we predict a larger consignment trade this 
year than ever before. The prices now ruling 
are easily obtained with a good, free, active 
movement, of everything that is offered. We 
do not apprehend any material change in the 
market forsome time to come, as the 
arrival of the new clip will be small 
on account of the continued cool weather we 
are having, which retards shearing. Wethink 
the items you published last week thoroughly 
ventilated the system by which wool is 
handled here, and needs no further comment. 
One fact is quite sure, and that is the excel- 
lence of the men who compose our wool deal- 
ers and commission merchants, and the im- 
mense capital they . in the wool busi- 
ness is an assurance of having a market here 
that cannot be duplicated anywhere.’’

THE HOUSE OF THE GOOD SHEPHERD AND 
THE ORDER’S NEEDS- 


* 

One Hundred Thousand Dollars Needed to 
Further a Great and Geod Work in &t. 
Louis—A Charitable Organization Pre- 
Wented by Poverty From Doing Good—A 
Crowded and Ineconvenicat Establish- 
ment. 


HE offer of Adolphus 

Busch to give sixteen 

acres of land—Bam- 

berger’s Grove—to the 

community of the 

Good Shepherd, on the 

condition that the cit- 

izens of St. Louis fur- 

nish the funds to build 

a house for the order 

on this land, induced 

the sisters to renew 

their efforts toward 

securing the necessary 

funds. The resent 

house of the order in the city is on the block 

bounded by Pine, Chestnut, Seventeenth 

and Eighteenth streets. It contained yes- 

terdgy 515 inmates, including the members 

of the Order of the Good Shepherd, the Mag- 

dalenes who are reformed women who wish 

to remain inthat shelter, the penitents who 

have lead immoral lives and wish to reform, 

and the class of preservation which is com- 

posed of children from 4 months to 15 years 
old. 0 

For some years the house has been too small 
to properly accommodate all the inmates and 
it is now crowded to an unhealthy extent. The 
sisters have been 

COMPELLED TO REFUSE 
to receive additionstothe classof preserva- 
tion, and have to refuse to receive inebriates. 
Their good work hasin this way been cur- 
talled and their influence lessened, much to 
their sorrow. 

“There was a meeting in the house yesterday 
of ladies and gentiemen interested In the or- 
der and its work with the object of seeing the 
institution, and its needs, and with a view to 
assist the sisters in obtaining funds to build a 
new home. Theorder owns some property 
on Taylor avenue, where it intended at one 
time to build a new home. The site is 
not suitable, and recently an option 
was given to sell the ground for $60,000. There 
is a debt of $20,000 on the property, so that 
if the sale is made there will be a surplus of 
$40,000 to devote to new buildings on the Bam- 
berger’s Grove property. When those build 
ings are erected the Seventeenth and Pine 

treet house will be sold, and considerable 
money will be realized from that. But it is 


estimated that $200,000 will be required. Half 
— that must be raised dy popular subscrip- 
tion. 

The Seventeenth and Pine street house is the 
headquarters of the Western Province of the 
order. It was builtin 1852, and from it sis- 
ters have gone forth to found eleven houses, 
one as far away as Quito, Ecuador. has 
been supported almost entirely by gifts from 
friends ofthe order. Ithas no endowment, 
no definite income save the small sum that 
can be earned by the inmates. 

Since the establishment of the order in 5t. 
Louis it has carried on the work of reforming 
fallen women. Any woman who wished to 
try for a better lite has been admitted, given 
encouragement and instruction. Tiere are 
many women in the institution who have been 
there for over —— years. Having re- 

ented of their step aside they went to the 

ouse of the Good Shepherd, were received, 
were later admitted to the class of Magdalenes 
under vow to remain a year and have renewed 
this vow eve year, or have taken per- 
petualvow. They have thus been saved from 
participation in the contest outside the inst“ 
tution, where, being so weak, they would 
probably have drifted into the old evil ways. 

Since 1845, the year of the establishment, 

3,597 WOMEN 
have passed through the institution, anda 
large percentage of these have remained true 
to their promises of good lives. The good 
work of the order in this community is unde- 
niable. 

But the sisters have been handicapped for 
some years by the crowded condition of their 
house. They showed the entire establish- 
ment yesterday to the visitors. 

Headed by the Mother Assistantthe ladies 
and gentlemen were conducted allover the 
block of buildings, a journey occupying al- 
most two hours. 

For obvious reasons the classes of inmates 
are separated, as to dining-rooms, dermito- 
ries, work-rooms and recreation grounds. 
The work of the inmates is the making of 
jeans trousers and cheap shirts, the finishing 
of better class shirts, fine sewing, dress- 
making and washing. For most of this work 
but the merest pretense of pay is received, 
and the work is done in crowded rooms with- 
out the advantages of good machinery and 
appliances. 

The fine sewing is done by the Magdalenes, 
who are in the north wing of the building. 
These women wear a habit and bear religious 
names. Mostofthem know little of sewing 
when they enter the order but are taught to 
do beautiful work, for which there ie consid- 
erable demand. The quarters of this class 
are light and comparatively roomy, but they 
have practically no recreation grounds, and 
consumption causes many deaths in their 
ranks. 

The penitents do the shirt and trousers 
making. This class is subdivided; part are 
engaged on the machine work and part upon 
hand work. Their work - rooms are light, and 
not uncomfortabie at this season of the year 
though in summer extremely hot. The hand 
sewers sit in rows facing a platform, working 
steadily all of the working hours. They have 
music as recreation. In every division of the 
building there tsa plano, and when work is 
over music can be heard everywhere. The 
hand-sewers sang for the guests of yesterday 
atternoon, and seemed to enjoy it as much as 
the visitors. 

Another division of the penitents is engaged 
on laundry work in cramped quarters in the 
basement. A boiler, coal bin, drying frames 
and other laundry necessities are crowded in- 
to a room so compactly that there is scarcely 
any room for the workers. Teaterday it was 
fearfully hot in all divisions of the laundry 
and there was no chance for fresh air to enter. 
The laundry smell was intensely repuisive. 
Every inch of space was occupied. 

On the opposite side of the building also in

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‘RUSSIAN STUDENT ROWS. 


THE CAUSE OF THE RECENT DISTURBANCES: 
| AT MOSCOW. . 


Students Give a Ball Against Orders Outside 
the City, Attended by Females ef Ques- 
tionable Character—Hundreds of Young 
Men Arrested and Imprisoned—Mme. 
Zebrikoff’s Share in the Affair. 


Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, April 25.—A morning paper 
publishes the following correspondence from 
from St. Petersburg under date of April 7: 

At last, after many disagreeable scenes, the 
disturbances here with the students seem 
likely to be quietly ended. Telegrams have 
given the general features of these disturb- 
ances and disaffections, but as Russian tele- 
grems are tampered with by the state, the ac- 
count of the whole thing at length will be in- 
teresting. The first symptoms appeared at 
Moscow, and in a very simple way. 
The students of the Petrosky School 
of Agriculture wished to have a 
ball, and to this the directors 
of the school objected, inasmuch as the school 
is five rersts outside of Moscow, and it was 
rightly conjectured that few would face these 
five vests late at night, covered with snow as 
they were. The students, however, over- 
ruledthe directors and gave a ball, and as all 
theirwomen friends refused invitations they 
juvied all gorts of questionable characters of 
the male sex, that the directors might not 
ery 1 told you s0’’ and their ball 
yrore a iatlure. These ‘‘ladies’’ as 
ne night wore on felt themselves in 
jomfortable quar ers. The way was long, 
be wind was ccd, so they stayed where 
hey Were, and ne t morning when the rector 
urned up there was a scene. The excite- 
nent spread to other colleges and universi- 
les; a petition for redress of their liberties 
vas sent to the authorities by the students, 
with the result that 500 students were arrested 
in Moscow and the university and all schools 
were closed. About a fortnight ago the brat 

Bigns appeared here in St. Petersburg 
and at dawn regiments of Cos- 
sacks were marched daily from the 


barracks to the university, which stands 
on the banks of the Neva inthe Wasily Island. 
It must first be understood that students in 
Russia have no right to collect in a body,and, 
of course, let their wrongs be what they may, 
no right to offer a petition, these two acts 
| BEING SEVERELY PUNISHED. 
| Last week, however, despite all lav, they 
| committed both these, a band of the more 
| courageous having the temerity to begin a 
| disturbance outside a church in Newsky. Sev- 
| eral arrests were made and when the students 
| gathered together for their lect- 
ures, on Monday last, a procla- 
| mation was given to exch. Mendeleff, 
| the famous Russion professor of chemistry, 
nad presented a petition to the Minister of 
Education, Delianoff, butthe latter had re- 
fused to receive it, strongly censuring Mende- 
leff for his presumption in so openly break- 
ing one of the strictest university laws. 
Mendeletf, however, persisted, giving his 
word that the students would make no dis- 
turbance if their petition was accepted, but 
this Delianoff angrily declined. All this be- 
came known and the proclamation which was 
strongly worded, was read out by one of the 
students to bis fellows. Immediately a scenes 
of the wildest excitement prevailed. Gen. 
Novikoff, husband by the way of the famous 
Mme. Novikoff, who writes in England under 
the initials O. K., Was culied for. He is Pro- 
vost of all universities and schools in St. 
Petersburg. One hundred and fifty of the 
students who remained in the lecture hall 
with their professors were hooted, and the 
body of noisy students kept on 
SINGING AND WHISTLING. 

At length Gen. Novikoff and Mendeleff came, 
the latter receiving his permission for retire- 
ment from the university irom Gen. Novikoff 
openly. The disorder then reached its climax 
and the Cossacks and police, that till then 
were hidden, came on the seene and at once 
proceeded to arrest on all sides. In the uni- 
versity 130 arrests were made, but even the 
150 who had sat quletly at the lecture during 
the entire disturbance were later arrested and 
imprisoned for four days, being released on 
Thursday last. 

An amusing incident, wery characteristic 
of autocratic rule in Russia, occurred in the 
Wilburgsky Thurm, where these innotent 
students were kept. The first night they 
spent in solitary confinement, but as even 
Gen. Gresser, the commander of the police in 
St. Petersburg, has some sense of justice, it 
was decided that the students should be con- 
fined in twos. Accordingly, early in the 
morning policemen entered the cells and de- 
sired the studentsto go with them, meaning 
to place them in cells destined fortwo. Many 
of the young fellows, believing.this meant 
instant execution, tell upon their knees in 
prayer; many more refused to move ana had 
to be dragged out. All of them were very 
much alarmed at Gen. Gresser’s liberality, as 
it appeared to them at firat sight. 

_ ZEBRIKOFF. 

The old proverb, ‘‘cherchez la femme’’ 
holds good inthe case of the disturbances in 
most cases, inasmuch as Zebrikoff,* the re- 
nowned lady novelist, has had more to do 
with these disturbances than any one. Of 
course we all know what are the horrors of 
Siberian exiles, but till they are brought 
home to us we wink at them. Some time ago, 
however, Zebrikoff or Tshebrikoff, not 
“shebriovas as some give it, received 
a letter from Siberia, telling her 
of a prison tyrant there who made the 
lives of some women so wretched that they 
decided to kill themselves by starvation, but 
the sufferings of this death were so terrible 
that they had to desist. Ia the time of Nich- 
olas it was a rule that if one in command was 
struck in the face be was to be dishonered 
from his position and would retire. This idea 
still lingers and one of the women, thinking 
to liberate her fellow-sufferers from the inhu 
man tyrant who had made their lives a hell, 
did this, with the result, however, that the 
tyrant remained and she received from 
Cossacks lashes till she died while 
bein beaten. Zebrikoff wrote all to the Czar; 
she did even more, forshe sentacopy of her 
letter to every professor of every university 
in St. Petersburg, but Zebrikoff has been sent 
out ot St. Petersburg, the students are ar- 

~ rested, but the tyrant remains in Siberia. 
With it all, Alexander IIL. is a great man ana

CARRYING TRADE. 


THE OCEAN 


The Figares Revealing a Poor Showing 
for the United States. 


By Telegraph to the Poat-Diaraton. 

New YORK, April 25.—How insignificant a 
part the United States plays in the ocean car- 
Frying trade of the world is strikingly shown 
in the annual compilation of grain trade sta- 
tistics made by Wm. Ferguson of the Amer!- 
can Grain Co. The futures are accepted as 
official on the Produce Exchange. Out of 
1,996 vessels which carried grain ana bread- 
stuffs from this port during 1889 to meet the 
consumptive demand of Europe only fourteen 
vessel loads sailed under the American flag. 
As a matter of fact there were only four 
American ships, but they made several trips 


and carried fourteen loads. These fine 
Yankee boats were the old steamers Ohio, 
Pennsylyania, Indiana and Illinois, owned by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Co., and originally 
built for the American Steamship Line, which 
for a brief time ran vessels between Ph iladel- 
phia and Liverpool. The competition of Brit- 
ish subsidized vessels killed the line, The 
United States with four steamers, making 
fourteen trips, carried only 571,169 bushels of 
grain during 1889, while Great Britain with 616 
ships, monopolized 24,954,719 bushels, which 
is not far from fifty times greater. Even little 
Denmark, which is about the size of a single 
county in one of our States, outdid us,for she 
had twenty-one vessel loads carrying 598,2 
bushels. Belgium comes next to Great 
Britain in the trade, but still a long way after, 
having 70 ship loads and 4,236,672 bushels. 
Then comes Germany with 167 vessel loads or 
8,887,355 bushels. France is next, her 35 ships 
earrying 1,445,511 bushels. The Dutch follow 


| with 644,820 busheis carried in 21 ship loads. 


Italy had nearly the same share, 605,895 
bushels in 15 vessels. Spain carried 825,421 in 
8 vesseisg 10 Austrian ships had 289,139; 9 Por- 
tuguese ships had 235,162 and 6 Norwegian 
craft 162,899 busheis.

The sailing ship is fast disappearing from 

the grain-carrying trade. Only thirty-one 
cargoes went out under gail last year, of 
which ten were Austrian and seven Portu- 
guese. In 1887 there were seventy-four saii- 
ing ships carrying 1,992,921 bushels of grain 
from New York. Some idea of the rapidity 
with which sat! is disappearing may be had 
from the fact that in 1880 there were 1,782 
sailers in the trade. The total shipments of 
grainfrom New York last year by sail and 
steam were 37,906,269 bushels. This was an 
improvement upon 1888, when the total was 
only 25,159,964 Dushels as against 52,754,497 in 
1881.

1880:

BROTHER AGAINST BROTHER. 


A Queer Transaction in Mining Stock as 
Exposed to View in Court. 


The United States Circuit Court-room was 
filled this morning with lawyers, mining stock 
brokers and other persons, all entertained by 
the hearing of a suit in attachment 
brought by Marcus C. Isaacs of Chi- 
cago against his brother, Jacob L. Isaacs 
of St. Louis for $7,000. Marcus C. Isaacs 


attached the building on Olive street near 
Eleventh street, owned and occupied by his 
brother, charging tbat his brother had de- 
frauded him of the sum named above in a 
mining stock deal. 

The story, as it developed in court, was 
worth listening to. In March, 188, Jacob 
L. Isanes wrote his Chicago brother 
that through the favor ot friends 
he had come into possession of 
some Aztec mining stock and he had induced 
the President, Mr. Einstein, to hold 10,000 
shares for his brother, Marcus. The mine was 
a good one andthe stock was bound to be 
valuable. There was no stock on the market. 
It was being devided among a few gentiemen 
and Marcas might consider himself fortunate 
to be let in. 

Marcus took 5,000 shares ofthe stock at 60 
cents, and later took 5,000 more at 72 cents. 
These prices were larzely in excess of the 
market value of the stock, Marcus Isaacs now 
claims, and he also claims that the mine was 
valueless. 

For services in putting his brother in the 
way of getting this valuable stock Jacob 
Isaacs charged his brother Ii per cent com- 
mission. 

Last October, Marcus Isaacs testified this 
morning, he met his brother inthe Southern 
Hotel. The latter confessed. he had 
‘*wronged@’’ his brother. Marcuf demanded 
restitution, but Jacob said he could not re- 
turm the money—that he was financially em- 
barrassed. Marcus suggested he discount 
notes and so obtain funds. Jacob said no 
bank would take his paper. At the end of the 
conversation Marcus agreed to take bis 
brother’s notes—seven for $1,000 each. After 
the notes were accepted, Marcus testified, his 
brother said he would not pay the notes and 
never intended to pay them. 

Here a wrangle began. Judge Thayer 
started it by putting a question to the witness. 
He wanted to know what the notes were for. 
The plaintiff's counsel followed that line to 
show there had been no change in the relation 
of the parties occasioned * the aceeptauce of 
the notes. They claimed that fraud had been 
confessed and restitution demanded. The 
notes haa been offerea in resti- 
tution and had been accepted on the 
belief that they were money. Their existence 
made proof ot fraud easier, and did not 
change the relation of parties. Defendant’s 
counsel read authorities to show that the ac- 
ceptance of the notes was equivalent toa 
waiver of rights under the allegation of fraud, 
and had changed what was claimea to bea 
fraudulent transaction into a debt which 
could not be collected before maturity. 

Judge Thayer took the point under con- 
sideration for an hour.

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LEHMANN ACQUITTED. 


JUDGE THAYER VIRTUALLY INSTRUCTS 
THE JURY TO FIND HIM NOT GUILTY. 


Another Naturalization Fraud Case Put Out 
of Sight—The Once Convicted Member of 
the House of Delegates Defeats the Ge- 


ernment on a Secend Trial—Futuare 


Prosecutions. 


Julius Lehmann, member ofthe House of 
Delegates, indicted fur aiding and abetting 
some nine aliens to obtain naturalization cer- 
tificates to which they were not entitled and 
for swearing falsely as to the qualifications of 
the nine applicants, was lastevening after a 
two days’ trial in the United States 
Circuit Court acquitted. During the 


rush of applicants for naturalization in the 
Court of Criminal Correction in the fall of 
1888 the nine persons mentioned in the Leh- 
mannludictment, un representations that they 
arrived in this country three years before 
arriving at maturity and had resided for five 
years continuously in this country, were 
given certificates of citizenship without 
the preliminary of a delaration of 
intention which persons who arrive after 
having passed eighteen years in this worid 
are required by lawto make. The record of 
the court shows that Julius Lehmann 
acted in each one of the nine cases as witness 
to the truth of the applicant’s representa- 
tions. On trial of the indictment it was 
shown that not one of the nine 
was entitied to naturalization under the 
section of the law Invoked all, having arrived 
in this country many years after their 
eighteenth birthdays. In a falnt way Lehmann 
was connected with every one of the cases, 
butit was not directly proved that the ap- 
plicants wilfully perjured themselves or were 
awaretbat they had committed any offense 
under the law or that Leh- 
mann had been sworn or examined 
on their behalf. The Clerk, Deputy 
Clerk and Judge of the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection all testified tbat there had been un- 
varying rules of procedure in all the natural- 
ization cases, that the applicants and wit- 
nesses were invariably sworn and examined. 
But none ofthe court officers could say that 
Lehmann appeared as witness for any one of 
the applicants mentioned in the indictment. 
They remembered he was in court asa wit- 
ness, but for whom they could not say. 

Their testimony as to the fnvariable rules 
was attacked by witnesses for the defense, 
who testified that no rules prevalled in the 
courts at ail times. Sometimes the oaths 
were administered, and sometimes witness 
and applicant were examined, but not al- 
ways. 

Judge Thayer instructed the jury to find 
Lehmann hot guilty on the counts 
of the indictment charging him with 
aiding and abetting the applicants, 
no evidence having been introduced 
to convict him under these counts. As tothe 
remaining counts, false swearing, the jury 
would consider the evidence and find accora- 
ingly. The instructions leaned strongly to 
the defendant’s side. 

Lehmann’s attorney did not address the 
jury. The District Attorney spoke an hour, 

The jury deliberated for an hour and then 
returned a verdict of not guilty. 

DISTRICT ATTORNEY REYNOLDS 
saidthis morning: It was the Judge who 
prevented the Government from ob- 
taining 4 conviction in the Leh- 
mann case. In concluding his instruction 
he told the jury thatit was this Government 
thought it better that ten guilty men should 
go free than that one innocent man 
should be punished. The law, he guid, re- 
quired the jury, if it tound a man 
Kullty it must find bim guilty without reason- 
able doubt. He felt it to be his duty to in- 
struct that the Court entertained doubts as to 
the defendant’s gulit, but as that was 
u matter for the jury to decide 
he would leave it with the jury, ete. After 
euch instructions I wondered greatly that the 
jury remained out an hour, and feel sure that 
without such instruction we would have got a 
conviction.’’ 

‘*What shall you do with regard to the other 
naturalization fraud cases?’’ 

Try them. Oh, we willgoright on and do 
our duty. 

Lehmann'‘was once tried in the United States 
District Court, virtually on the same charge, 
and convicted. He filed an affidavit that he 
could furnish evidence to break the invariabie 
rule, and was granted a new trial. A new in- 
dictment was subsequently found, and that 
w as transferred to the Circuit Court.

Sarasate and W’Albert at Music Halil— 


Dramatic Gossip. 


The reception accorded the famous must 
cians, Pablo de Sarasate and Eugene D’ Albert 
at the Grand Music Hal) last night must have 
been highly gratitying tothem. In spite of 
the fact that so great a master as Von Bulow 
bad appeared on the preceding evening, over 
2,000 people assembled to hear the famous 
violinist and the great pianist, and all who 
were fortunate enough to Attend were more 
than repaid, as wasamply evidenced by the 
enthusiastic and generally discrimina- 
ting applause with which the performers 
were greeted at the close of each number. 


D' Albert opened the performance by arendi- 
tion of asonata of Beethoven. Immédiately 
the differene between his style and that of 
Von Bulow was apparent. D' Albert’s tech- 
nique was marveious, his fingering fully 
equal to that of Von Bulow, ‘and his interpre- 
tation characterized by greater originality 
and enthusiasm. It was remarked by experts 
thatthe difference between the treatment of 
Beethoven by D' Albert and Von Bulow was 
the difference between the conception 
of a young and an 01d mun. In 
subordinating his individuality to that of the 
composer, and in bringing out the depth and 
grandeur so characteristic of the composer 
D’ Albert hardly succceded so well as Von 
Bulow. In fact, as the concert proceeded it 
became evident that Beethoven was not the 
compoeer to bring out the strongest points of 
the pianist. In his rendition oi the Ber- 
ceuse’’ of Chopin he need fear no comparison 
with the greatest pianist of the worid. The 
wild weird strains of the grest Pole, 
pervaded by a tragic undercurrent, were 
much better suited to his genius than the 
stately and profound grandeur of Beethoven. 
This impression was emphasized when he 
performed the*Norwegian Bridal Procession’’ 
of Greig, calledthe second Chopin, or the 
Chopin of the North. The weird Norse 
strains, with the strength and melancholy 
characteristic of the Scandinavian spririt, 
brought out in a mannerso clear aud sym- 
patheticthatthe most ignorant in musical 
matters could not fail to perceive it. ‘hata 
performer of the Latin rice should 80 
clearly comprehend the Scandinavian spirit, 
and express it with such feeling and sympathy 
was by no means the least remarkable feature 
of the performance. A concession to the 
popular taste was made in the Strauss-Tausig 
valse, which was brilliant and strong, and 
displayed to advantage the wonderful tech- 
nique of the artist. In response to an encore 
he gave an etude by Rubinstein, a tour de 
force for the wrist so difficult as 
to be very seldom attempted. D’Albert is 
admitted by musical critics to be the 
third planist in the world, the 
first place by general consent being 
awarded to Rubinstein, and the second to 
Von Bulow. Rubinstein predicts that 
D' Albert will surpass them both, as he isa 
young man, and starts at a point which it 
took them many years to attain. 

Pablo de Sarasate proved that he was well 
worthy of his greatfame. If D’ Albert is the 
third living pianist, none assign Sarasate a 
lower position among violinists, while prob- 
ably a majority of musicians rank him higher 
than either of his rivals, Joachin and 
Camilla Urso. Contrary to the usual 
custom of artists of his class, 
he played no solos, being always accom- 
panied by a pianist. In this place: it would 
be dificult if not impossible to find an equal 
toMme. Berthe Marx. Her accompaniment 
was absolutely fauitiess, being perfectly and 
completely subordinate throughout and tin 
fact ali that an accompaniment could be. 
Surasate opened with the Kreutzer sonata 
of Beethoven, and gis strong points were 
soon apparent. A better and more faithful 
interpreter of Beethoven on the vio- 
lin has eeldom if ever been heard. 
His delivery, expression aud feeling 
were dulicacy itself, every note and strain 
was given with just the proper emphasis, the 
proportions were preserved throughout, and 
the player threw himself heart and soul into 
tha spirit of the composer. His work showed 
the fine sympathy and delicacy of a woman, 
while his execution was faultiess. In the 
Liebesfee of Raff he showed his ability to 
appreciate and interpret the spirit of that 
composer as well as that of Beethoven. Sara- 
sate’s forte is n in which he is 
enerally admitte to have ne rival. 
Without the assion and melan- 
choly tenderness of Urso or the brilliancy of 
Joachin in certain styles, he is superior to 
both in breadth and depth of appreciation of 
the true spirit of composers of different 
achools. Altogether the performance was one 
of rare merit and more than fulfilled the 
brightest expectation of the audience. The 
only unpleasant feature of the evening was 
due to the audience, as the performers 
were twice interrupted by applause before the 
selection which y were giving was com-

THE GERMAN ACTOR TALKS OF HIS ART 
AND HIS DEAD PATRON.

King Ludwig’s Peculiarities—A Dramatic 
Performance Ordered at Midnight— 
Vagaries of a Gonius—A Favorite’s Esti- 
mate of a Dead King—Examples of 
Facial Expression—The Actor’s Work. 


Ernst Possart, the German actor, 
stopping at the Southern Hotel this 
week, accompanied by his wife and 
daughter. They were assigned to a suite of 
rooms on the parlor floor. Mr. Possart has 
just closed a week’s performance in Mil. 
waukee with a local stock company and two 
nights in Chicago at McVicker’s Theater with 
the same company. The receiptsfor the two 
nights in Chicago amounted to $2,400, 

On April 27 he opens in the Grand 
Opera-house for a two weeks’ engagement. 
He will be supported by a company of twenty- 
five from the Amberg Theater in New York, 
and the reportoire will be the finest ever 
selected for presentation inj St. Louis. 
Possart was seen in his parlor in the Southern 
Hotel this morning by a Post-DISFaTCH re- 
porter. He was having a quiet chat with Hans 
Von Bulow, the pianist. 

WHILE HE TALKED 
Von Bulow leaned back in a comfortable 
chair and hummed airs to himself, drumming 
an accompaniment on the arms of the chair 
with his fingers. 

‘‘I suppose you want a little talk with mo, 
said the great actor. Well, we will com- 
mence at the beginning.“ He rested his head 
reflectlvely on his hand and began to talk. 

Poss art is a man who would not attract an 
unusual amount of attention. He is of stout 
stature, but is well built. His features are 
strongly marked, and he wears his reddish 
bionde hair brushed back from his forehead 
in the characteristic German style. He wore 
a velvet lounging coat lined with dark biue 
satin and trimmed with black braid. 

ou must not write my English as I talk it 
to you, as wy pronunciation is very im per- 
fect,’’ he said, withasmile. ‘‘I was born in 
Berlin, May 11, 1841, and am therefore near 49 

years ofage. My parents were wealthy, and 
when atan early age I showed a liking for 
recitations they desired to have me study 
for the ministry. I was apprenticed to a 
boekselier butI left him and secured an en- 
gage ment in atheater. Ibave played in all 
the principal theaters in Germany, Dut my 
work has been principally in Munich. When 
King Ludwig wasalive Iwasat the head of 
the royal theaters and controlled them. I 
was the King’s favorite and he frequently 
used to order private periormances which 
phot of attend alone and move from one 


part of the house to another to observe the 
different effects. Many times have I been 

. DRAGGED FROM MY BED 
at night by royal orderto give a performance 
for bis majesty. When he could not sleep he 
would have me play for him. I had his royal: 
favor and could do anything I wented to 
in any of the theaters. His favorites were 
the ‘‘Merchant of Venice’’ and ‘‘King Lear,’’ 

and he would applaud unstintedly when par- 
ticularly pleased. 

‘*] never play a part unless it is a humorous 
er character part. Ithink that acting is one 
of the greatest of arts and take pride in doing 

love to study and 
’ a beok with me. Some- 
times my friends used to laugh at 
me and think me vain, because I wauid stand 
infront of a glass by the hour and practice 
facial expressions. It is simply wonderful 
how amancan change his face witheut ap- 
parently the slightest effort at all.“ 

The great actor arese from his ehair and 
made as many as a dezen different expressions 
of countenance.Every feature seemed charged 
and witb each expression he seemed like an 
entirely different person. Fear, cowardice, 
avarice, cunning, mobility, strength of mind, 
etc., were reproduced one after another with 
startling distinctness. 

„ou see how easy it is, he said witha 
smile; any one can do that with practice.“ 
LUDWIG’S MENTAL BALANCE. 

What do you think of King Ludwig. Was 
he really insane do you think?’ he was 
asked. 

He thought a moment and his smile changed 
to a serlous expression. I do not think he 
was out ot his bead, he answered. ‘‘I think 
his majesty was a genius. True genius 
borders on insanity almost, and the common 
mind cannot appreciate the higher thoughts 
and aspirations of agenius. Ithink he was 
eccentric, in fact to the extreme, but Ido not 
think he was out of bis head. 

„Wo are going to produce a first-class re- 
pertoire in St. Louis, and I hope the andiences 
will be pleased.

ENGLAND ALARMED. 


The Progress of Germany in the 
| Black Continent. 


Hmin Denounced for His Ingrati- 
tude by the English Press. 


The Veil ef Philanthropy Removed by Ger- 
many, Exposing Her Plans in Africa— 
The English Enraged—Sir Francis De 
Winton to Conduct an English Expedi- 
tion—A Socialist Convicted of Slander— 

r. Gladstene’s Speech on the Irish Land 
Purchase Bill—Important Mexican Leg- 
islation—President Carnot’s Movemeats—

Lonpow, April 25.—It is evident from the 
tone ofthe English press generally that the 


English are very much disturbed over the 


new aspect of affairsin Africa. The daily 
press give token of their perturbation, and 
though some ofthe Government organs pro- 
fess to minimize the African business and 
ridcule the idea that such a mild mannered 
man as Emin Pasha will be able to 
supplant English endeavors, yetit is plain 
that genuine surprise and alarm has seized 
them. Accustomed to little opposition in 
colonial aggrandizement, and that from in- 
ferior Powers, easily silenced, England can- 
not reconcile herself to the new order of 
things. It has come upon ber like a 
shock that any plans for the quiet 
appropriation of new territory, though 
the desired acquisition included half 
a continent, should receive a sudden and de- 
cided check. Notwithgtanding the fact that 
she bas long recognized in Germany a ¢col- 
onial opponentandrivalin the ‘“‘Oiyilizing’’ 
process which calmly takes overthe manage- 
ment of whole countries on the plea that civ- 
ilization demands it, and in spite of the fact 
that English writers have frequently pre- 
dicted justsuch a condition of affairs as the 
present, England cannot bring herself to be- 
lieve that a power like Germany is about to 
enter upon a struggle with her for supremacy 
in Africa. 
EMIN PASHA’S INGRATITUDB. 

Now that German writers have torn away 
the vell of philanthropy which concealed the 
real designs of the English Emin Relief Com- 
mittee and shown that the committee’s 
plans for relieving Emin fnoluded his enroll- 
ment as a German agent, the rage of the 
English press at Emin’s ingratitude knows 
no bounds. At first this rage expressed itself 
in plain language, in which Emin was 
roundly denounced, but more re- 
cently they have sought to conceal 
this feeling in affecting to despise 
Emin’s ability. It is curious that the ill 
feeling between the two countries should crop 
out at this time when their respective presses 
are busy cementing the renewed friendship 
recently established between the young 
Kaiser and his grandmother’s Government.

Gladstone on Balfouar’s Bill. 


Loxpon, April 25.—Mr. Gladstone resumed 
the debate on the land vurchase bill inthe 
House of Commons last evening. The bill, 
he said, was a complicated affair, and that its 
adoption would not solve the difficulty it at- 
tempted to reach. e referred to the argu- 
ment advanced by Mr. Parnell against the bill 


and said it was honorable, even chivalrous in 
the Irish leader opposing the Government as 
he aig to deem it proper to propose an alterna- 
tive. He thoroughly sympathized with the 
object of Mr. Parnell’s plan whereby 
the landlords would be retained in 
Ireland instead of expatriated. The 
speaker then took up the bill section 
by section and stated his objections in det all. 
An objection cutting under the foundation of 
the bill was the method proposed for ascer- 
taining the net rent of the land. It was so 
bad that if adopted it would enable the land- 
lord to obtain compensation upon a larger in- 
come than he possessed. There was to be no 
charge for management, expenses of 
eviction or for ba debts, 
with other charges necessarily failing 
upon the landlords. He also objected strongly 
to placing an embargo upon the local funds of 
the counties. Such a proposal viplated a 
principle which the House of Commons should 
always hold sacred. 

Mr. Giadstone also referred to the constitu- 
tional objections tothe billand said these 
were sufficient to prevent the measure from 
going to a second reading. Ireland, he ar-

BROKEN LEVEES. 


* 
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Wide and Destructive Expanse of 
the Flood in Louisiana. 


Steamers Busy Rescuing People in 
the Submerged Districts. 


Hundreds of Magnificent Plantations Inun- 
dated—Small Armies of Men Working 
Hard to Hold the Broken Levees—Con- 
gress To-Day Appropriates $150,000 for 
the Relief of the Flood Sufferers—Oapt. 
Cowden Pressing the Lake Borgnue Flood 
Outlet Scheme Before the Senate Com- 
merce Committee—The River at Vicks- 
burg Very High. 


BATO0OU SARA, La., April 25.—The steamer 
Dacotah has been at work sailing up and down 
the river banks rescuing people whose homes 
have been swept away. and taking on board 
the sturving cattle which stand around in 
the water nearly dead. About five hun- 
dred people have been saved. At Grand 


Bay the men are working to 
hold Payten dyke, but whether they can do 
80 or not it is hard to say. A dispatch from 
New Orleans states that Louisville & Nush- 
ville trains are running on time. 

Both ends of the Martinez OCrevasse below 
this place have been secured and a deter- 
mined effort will be made to close it, The 
water is rapidly filling the country to the rear 
and made its appearance in Shannon’s Canals 
this merning. Mr. Shannon does not anti- 
olpate that all of his place will go under, even 
if the break is not closed. The north-bound 
Mississippi Valley train, due here at noon 

esterday,reached here at 5 o’clock last even- 
ng. The chances aro that the tracks ot 
this road will be submerged. The break 
at Lobdell’s, the Parish Levee, as it is called, 
eighteen miles above here, on the West Baton 
Rouge side, is 300 feet wide. All of Clark's, 
Chamberlain’s and John Dowell’s land is 
under water. David Dovall, President of the 
Police Jury, has 250 acres of cane under and 
75 out, with the backwater still rising. The 
backwater has reached Burk and Dougherty 
Westover place, but thelr rear levee is an ex- 
cellent one, and they expect to keep the 
water out, 

FLYING FOR SAFETY. 

The people of Grosse Tete and West Baton 
Rouge are as fast as possible bringing their 
stock and cattle over to the hills for safety. 
Only the hills and high places will escape 
overflow. The Texas Pacific steamer Wheeler 
that has been doing relief work around Mor- 
ganza has arrived. Her commander, Capt. 
Scovell, says: 

We went as high as the mouth of Red River 
in search ofall that needed assistance. We 
brought down afew people and stock. Some 
we landed at Bayou Sara and some here. The 
steamer Henry Marks proceeded down 
the Atchafalaya to see if any  assist- 
ance was needed there. So far as 
I can see there is no need of any further 
relief boat, The people refuse to leave their 
homes. I saw Capt. Kingsman Wednesday 
evening. He expressed the opinion that the 
ends of MorganZa can be protected. Tuesday 
and Wednesday Capt. Kingsman and others 
were devoting all their energies to the very 
importapt work of saving life and property, 
So far there has been no loss of iife reported 
and the damagethus far in the overflowed 
‘sections at and in the vicinity Of Morganza 
has been confined almost exclusively to the 
crops.’’ 


Capt. Cowdon’s Plan. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., April 25.—Capt. John 
Cowdon, promoter of the scheme toopen an 
outlet for the flood waters of the Mississipp! 
River through Lake Borgne, from a point ten 


miies below New Orleans, which he bas been 
urging upon Congress for the past ten years and 
others interested with ulm were eiven a hear- 
ing to-day by the Senate Committee on Com- 
merce. The bill authorizing Capt. Cowdon 
and associates to proceed with the work, 
pending in the committee, provides 
that they shall be paid the sum 
of $500,000 for every foot the flood 
level of the river shall be reduced to the out-. 
let, the fact to be ascertained by a commission 
appointed by the President, which shall re- 
port to the» Secretary of War. In cage 
the outlet shall not be successful N 
reducing the flood level, no payment 
is to be made by the Government. 
Capt. T. P. Leathers, an old steamboat cap- 
tain and pilot, stated to the committee his 
objections to the levee system which; he said, 
had resulted in raising up the bottom of the 
river. The Eads jetties, he said, had notin 
his oplnlon improyed the navigation inthe 
river above New Orleans one bit. 

Gen. J. R. Chalmers told the committee 
that in his opinion the levee and outlet sys- 
tems ought to be used in connection with each 
other. Onealone was not sufficient to deal 
with the difficulties of the situation. 

Capt. Cowdon addressed the committee at 
length in support of the bill. He exhibited a 
great number of maps and drawings to illus- 
trate his assertions. 

Chairman Frye: Do you believe with Capt. 
Leathera that the bottom of theriver has been 
rising with the levees?’’ 

Capt. Cowdon: No more doubt of it than 
there is that 1 am talking to you.“ 

Tne Captain named several places where 
rocks that were known to oid i “pilots 
were unknown to the new ones, being buried 
out of sight. At his old home, where there 
was no leveo when he wasa boy, there is 
one now six feet high and there 
is not as much water in the 
channel asthere wasthen. Bythe construc- 
tion of the Lake Borgne outlet, Capt. Cowdon 
said, the flood waters of one-quarter of the 
area of the Mississippi Valley could be di- 
verted from the present channel, affording 
great relief to the inundated districts. 

H. J. Shulthies of the Legislative Committee 
of the Knights of Labor and Federation of 
Labor, who announced himself as a 
student of rivers for fifteen years, 
read to the committee a paragraph from the 
report of Charles Ejlet, an engineer sent by 
the War Department in 1 to investi- 
gate the floods of the Missisgippi 
River and report a plan or plans to prevent 
the disastrous Inundations caused by them. 
Mr. Ellet, in that paragraph, commended the 
Lake Borgne outlet as the best 
means of securing relief from overflow by 
floods. Inanswer to questions by Senator 
Gibson Mr. Shuithies said that the levee sys- 
tem had cost over 00 and 
that it was supported by an organization in 
the States where the money was expended, so 
strong as to prevent agitation in that 
section of the country, or any other 
pian. He, himself, was an agitator, but he 
would not dare, #8 he valued his lite, to make 
a speech along the lower end of the Missis- 
sippi River advocating the outlet system.

The Chidago Culinary Alliance. 


CuHIcaGo, III., April 25.—The Culinary Alli- 
ance, comprising the six waiter unions of 
Chicago, has an aggregate of over 1,400 mem- 
bers.

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THE WORLD'S CHAMPION. 
KEMP DEFEATS MATTERSON IN & SCULLING 
RACE IN AUSTRALIA- 


Something About the Men Who. Te-Day 
Rowed for the Title Left Vacant by 
Searle’s Death—Billy Earle, the Cinciu- 
nati Catcher, Signed by the Browns To- 
Day—General Sporting News. 


SYDNEY, New South Wales, April 25.—The 
sculling race for the championship of the 
world between Peter Kemp and Neil Matter- 
son took place to-day on the Parametta River 
and resulted in a victory for Kemp. 


The Men, 


Neither Matterson nor Kemp could, be 
Glassed with Henry Searle, the young Aus- 
tralian who held the world’s championship at 
the time of his death. William Beach, anoth- 
er Australian who wrested the title from Han- 
lon, was champion before Searle, e is now 
a rather old man, being well into 
the thhities before he began rowing profes- 
sionally. Beach was a remarkable sculler, 
and the fact that he did not eommence 
until 80 late in life to row a 
shell makes his performances all the 
more brilliant. Searle was even greater as an 
oarsman, and his youth proved too much for 
Beach. No doubt Searle was the best oars- 
man the world ever produced. His death 
left the championship an unsettled question, 
however, and if anyone was entitled toclaim 
the title it was Beach. There has been some 
talk of his re-entering a boat, but itis highly 
improbable that a man ut bis age 
Of lite will attempt to return to rowing as he 
has gone beyond the time when he could do 
his best work. Kemp and Matterson have uo 
more right to row for the titlethan any other 
two oursman. Both have been beaten 
by other men than Searle. McLean 
defeated Matterson some timeago and will 
row Kemp on May 15. It is said that young 
Stanisbury Is the best of all Australian scull- 
ers. Heisaman of wonderful strength, but 
his stroke as yet lacks finish. O’Connor, the 
American champion, who is now in 
Australia, will probably get on a match tor the 
world’s championship with the winger of the 
present series of races, and if he is defeated 
the title certainly belongs in that country, as 
he is unquestionably the finest sculler in 
America or England.

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THE BOND RELEASED. 


THE AMERICAN SURETY co. GRANTED ITS 
PETITION. 


Ita Bond of $50,000 nf Surety tor Public Ad- 
ministrator Charles Scudder Discharged 
—A New Security to Be Filed—A Ward 
Whe Wants a Bicycle—Joha M. Jen- 
nings Wins—Legal News and Notes. 


Judge Woerner of the Probate Court ren- 
dered a decision this morning on the applica- 
tion of the American Surety Co. to be released 
from the bond of Public Administrator Chas. 
Scudder, andthe Judge granted the applica- 
tion. Mr. Scudder gave bond as 
Public Administrator for $300,000, with 
the Amer‘can Surety Co. as security, 
and when the Shaw estate was placed in his 


hands his bond was increased $250,000. He 
agreed with the company to accept the coun- 
sol that it would select, would deposit his 
funds in the bank it would name and would 
allow the company to place a clerk in his of- 
fice. He refused to do this, and after consid- 
erable haggling the company asked to be re- 
lieved of the responsibility. Mr. Scudder 
said he was willing to release the company 
and the motion was submitted to Judge Woer- 
ner, who decides as follows: 

‘*Petitioners allege the existence of such 
disagreement between them and the principal 
over the bond given by them as tend to en- 
danger their gafety. Counsel for the Public 
Administrator join In the motion, thus both 
of tne sureties. The case of the State vs. No- 
lan—l2, Souther, Rep. 1,047—being di- 
rectiy in point, and holding that 
the Public Administrator’s sureties are 
not precluded from resorting to the 
proceedings under Chap. 66, Revised Statutes, 
1879, to terminate their Liability by the admin- 
istration law, is therefore decisive. The mo- 
tion must be sustained. 

Mr. Scudder has sixty days in which to file 
his bond, but will do so much sooner, as he 
has it already K and prepared. His per- 
sonal friends and acquaintances will be his 
bondsmen. 


Decided at Last. 


The tong-contested case of John K. Rych- 
licki against the city of St. Louis ended yes- 
terday with a verdict in favor of the city in 
Court-room No. 5. The suit was brought in 


1880 to recover damayes to plaintiff's property 
on King’s highway and Page avenue, 
alleged to have been occasioned by 
surface water which it wat said the city in 
improving Page avenue, collected arfd dis- 
charged onthe property. The first trial of 
the case was in 1884, when the plaintiff was 
defeated and appealed to the Supreme Court. 
In 1889, the Supreme Court sent the case back 
for another trial, against the objection of 
Chief Justice Ray, who dissented. At the 
second trial which terminated yesterday, the 
jury found that the damages were due, not 
to the operations of the city government, 
but tothe fact that the natural lay of the 
ground was such that the surface water 
flowed on tothe Rychblicki place of its own 
motion and without assistance from anybody, 
and so their verdict was for the defendant. 
Altbough Mr. Rychficki is disappointed in 
not getting any part of the $6,000 damages he 
asked for out of the city no, he is com- 
pensated in another direction. fe purchased 
his tract of fifteen acres of ground in 1848 for. 
$125 per acre. He built his house and has 
resided there ever since. In the meantime 
the growth of thecity has made the ground 
worth $8,000 per acre, so that the property 
acquired by him in 1848 for $1,900 is now worth 
$120,000. Mr. Rychlicki is 81 years of age. He 
isa Pole by birth and at an early day was 
United States Surveyor at this point. His 
case was conducted by A. J. P. Garesche and 
A. A. Paxson and the city was defended by 
Leverett Bell.

John M. Jennings Won. 


The jury which sat through the trial of the 
$25,000 damage suit of John M. Jennings 
against the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & South- 
ern Railroad Co. returned late yesterday after- 


noon with a verdict and judgment for $5,000. 
Mr. Jennings was run over at the foot of Les- 
perance street in May, 1885. Several ribs were 
broken, his scalp torn, a toe cut off and also 
part of an ear. He sued for $26,000 damages, 
and in 1886 got judgment for $10,000. The 
case was appeaied to the Supreme Court, and 
after four years it was returned reversed and 
remanded. The second trial was begun Mon- 
day and ended Wednesday.

THE JUNGHAUS MURDER. 


The Mystery as to the Murdered Man's 
Source of Wealth Cleared Up. 


Awystery in connection with the Junghaus 
murder was cleared up at Peoria, Lil. ,yester- 
day by the opening ot a letter addressed to the 
murdered man. The letter was from aman 
named Koerner of Leumitz, Germany,and the 
contents show that the dead man’s real name 
was Theodore Zogel and that he left Germany 
in July, 1889, to avoid arrest for haying ob- 
tained several thousand dollars by fraud. 
When the body was found papers referring to 


the sale of houses in Leipsig were 
discovered in a valise and there were indica- 
tions that the victim had been known by more 
than one name. It will also be remembered 
that Junghaus, as he called himself, had al- 
ways an abundance of money on him. He 
threw ten-dollar bills about in reckless style, 
and had a habit of producing rolls of one nun- 
dred-dollar bills in profusion. He seldom 
carried less than $2,000 in his vest pocket and 
was often warned by friends of the great risk 
he was running. 

He was reckless in the extreme in regard to 
his pleasures and the company he kept. He 
was also distinctly a ladies’ man and spent 
large sums On the entertainment of his mis- 
tresses. He formed an acquaintance with 
**Kid’’ Lucky, wife of the notorious Bill 
Lucky. On one occasion he spent ten days in 
St. Louls, bringing with him the two Luckys, 
a friend of theirs named Joe Bronze 
and two young women. After he tired 
of his somewhat strange retinue he sent the 
party off in a variety of directions, to Mem- 
phis, Kansas City and Iowa. All, however, 
finally returned to Peoria. 

The general opinion at the time of the mur- 
der last month was that the Luckys were im- 
plicated in the murder of ‘‘Junghaus,’’ 
whose body wus found floating 
down the river, death having been 
caused by blows on the head. The pockets 
had been rifled and his valuable gold watch 
and ring were found in ‘‘Kia’’ Lucky’s pos- 
session. She accounted for this rather dam- 
aging find by a statement that the deceased 
had given her the articles but this was gen- 
erally disbelieved as the man was known to 
have regarded the watch with almost super- 
stitious veneration. 

The news that ‘‘Junghaus’’ was merely an 
alias will not surprise many in Peoria. The 
whole manner of the man, from his first ap- 
pearance in September to his mysterious dis- 
appearance six months after, was suspicious, 
and there were frequent conjectures as to 
whence he obtained the large sums of money 
he squandered on wine, women, and worse. 
Itis now evident that on absconding trom 
Germany he proceeded straight to Peoria and 
decided to lead a merry life with the money 
he had purloined.

TO LIGHT THE PARKS. 


THE ELECTRIC LIGHTING SYSTEM TO BE 
STILL FURTHER EXTENDED. 


Queens 


A Bill to Authorize the Purchase of French 
Market to Be Introduced by Councilman 
Gan- Why Park Commissioner Klemm 


Looking for His Commission, 


An ordinance has been recommen ded to the 
Municipal Assembly by the Board of Public 
Improvements to light the parks by electric- 
ity. Attheregular meeting of the board this 
morning Supervisor Matlock submitted the 
ordinance, and after some discussion it was 
adopted. It makes provision for lighting 
all tho parks with the exception of 
Tower Grove and Lafayette Park, but the in- 
dications are that these resorts will be in- 
serted in the measure when it reaches the 
Assembly. The bill was prepared by Mr. 
Matlack, and his omission of Lafayette and 
Tower Grove Parks is due to the fact that 
both places are managed to a large extent by 
Com missioners selected for that purpose, and 
though they were written by the Supervisor 
regarding the proposed substitution of elec- 
tricity for gas, no answers were given by 
either set of commissioners. It will not be 
too late, however, to add these parks to the 
others, when the bill reaches the Assembly. 
The board also considered an ordinance to 
light all that portion of the city south 
of Keokuk street called Carondelet, 


wich are lights for a period of nine years, 
commencing next October. Within a week 
the entire city, with the exception of that 
section, will be lighted with arc lights, and 
the property owners there want to be served 
with the same «ind of illuminating instead 
of the gas furnished by the Carondelet Gas 
Co. The ordinance was referred to the Light- 
ing Committee. 


Commissioner Klemm’s Grievance. 


Park Commissioner Klemm has a grievance 
and {from all accounts there will be some 
discerd in the municipal barn 
unless he gets the satisfaction 


he wants. Mr. Klemm le a very stout, good- 
natured gentleman and rarely loses his 
temper, but when it once gets beyond his con- 
trol trouble, it is said, can be anticipated. 
Mr. Kiemm’s grievance, it appears, is the 
outgrowth of a Rychlichi damage suit of 
Rychlichi ys. the city, which was tried in 
the Circuit Court yesterday and resulted 
in a verdict for the city. The 
plaintiff claimed that when that part of the 
city in the neighborhood of Forest Park was 
graded in 1877, lot of waste 
water was drained off on his premises 
and three years later he sued the city 
for $6,000. The case has been in the 
cvurts ever since. Yesterday several 
engineers gave testimony for the 
city, including Street Commissioner 
Burnet, Water Commissioner Holman and 
Commissioner Klemm. Mr. Klemm made the 
survey in question and Counselor Bell, who 
represented the city, expected some Valuable 
testimony from him. 

When Mr. Kiemm’s examination was con- 
cluded one of the commission remarked to 
another that Mr. Klemm was not a 
very good witness and that he 
permitted the opposition counsel 
torattie him. Mr. Klemm heard of the con- 
versation and left the court-room in avery 
indignant frame of mind, without waiting to 
see the outcome of the trial. 


To Purchase French Market.

GAINESVILLE, Tex., April 25.—It has been 
raining here almost constantly since last 
Monday night, and at 8 o’clock last nighta 
cloud-burst struck this city, last ing 
some tour hours, deluging the 
town and country to the depth 


of several feet. The water ran in great rivers 
through the streets, even inthe highest part 
of the city, in many places three feet deep. A 
smalicreek, which flows through the center 
of the city, left its banks and swept away 
numerous small dwellings and hundreds of 
inhebitavts were carried from their houses, 
which were surrounded by several 
feet of water, on the backs 
of men and horses. The fire alarm was 
sounded at 11 o’clock, and the department 
and thousands of others turned out and 
helped in rescuing families residing in the 
low lands along the creek. The 

of rescuing was kept up 
neariy all night. Large quantities of 
valuable property have been swept away. 
Fire basements are filled with water, and a 
great amonnt of damage has been done to 
mercbandise stored there, but no lives have 
been lost so far as can be learned. The 
loss to property will be many thousands 
ot dollars. This was the heaviest rain 
ever known here, andthe streams are higher 
by several feet than ever before. The whole 
country 18 deluged, and crops are certainly 
ruined. Large washouts have occurred on 
all railroads, and it will take several days to 
repair them before trains can pass ever. 
A Galveston and Kansas City train on 
the Santa Fe is water bound six miles 
south of Gainesville, and the passengers will 
have to be rescued by boats if the water about 
them gets much higher, which it will likely 
do, as the rain is still ouring down in 
torrents. One lady died in the arms of a man 
who was carrying her from her house, which 
was several feet in water.

The Jefferson Brrracks Bill.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 2%.—Congress-

In view of the fact 
that all the appropriation bills are running 
high, it would be useless to ask for an 
increase atthis time and as for an appropria- 
tion of $1,000,000, even if so large a sum could 
be raised, I do not think it would be 
advisable to appropriate it in a lump.

The committee 
have under consideration a pian to recom- 
mend the sale of the St. Louis Arsenal op- 
erty and to use the proceeds of the sal@ for 
reconstructing and repairing Jefferson Bar- 
racks.’’ 


Chinamen in Custedy. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 25.—Attorney- 
General Miller informed the Treasury Depart- 
ment, under date of April 19, that there are 
nineteen Chinamen now inthe custody of the 


United Syates Marshal of Washington, who 
were arrested and tried for coming 
Into the United States in violation 
of the Chinese exclusion act. He recom- 
mended, in accordance with a suggestion 
from the Secretary of State, that notwith- 
standing the presumption that these China- 
men entered the United States across the 
British border, that they be returned to China 
at Government expense, for the reason that 
the men could not be returned to 
British territory without payment of 
n head tax of fifty dollars each; 
and even then, might probably again evade 
the vigilance of the United States officers and 
return to this country. Secretary Windom 
has adopted the recommendation and has in- 
structed the Collector of Customs at Port 
Townsend to see that the men are returned to 
China in the most economical way, by sailing 
or other vessel, bound direct for that country 
without touching at any American port en 
route.

Arrest of the Parties Who Aided the Express 
Messenger to Escape. 


MONTREAL, April 25.—The case of Walton,

DIED IN CALIFORNIA.» 


A STORY ABOUT THE ALLEGED MURDERER 
OF JOHN I. CLAYTON- 


The Man, One Thomas Hooper, Said to 
Bave Located at Ranchito, Near Los 
Angeles, Where He Died Recently—Gov. 
Eagle in Quest of Information—The Con- 
gressional Investigation Committee. 


Los ANGELES, Cal., April 25.—Regarding the 
report that Thomas Hooper, arancher, who 
died at Ranchito, near bere, last winter, was 
implicated in the murder of John M. Clayton 
of Arkansas, the following facts are learned: 
Last June Charles Lewis called on Sheriff 
Aguirre and said that in the latter part of 
1888 he made the acquaintance of Thomas 
Hooper and cared for him when he was sick. 
Hooper was often moody and Lewis 
asked him the reason. Hooper replled inti- 
mating that in 1868 he killed two men in 
Conway County, Ark., whose names Lewis 
caught as Thomas and May. Little by little 
he told Lewis that several years before his 
father had been killed in Arkansas by a body 
of men who took him from jail and lynched 
him. He swore vengeance upon the lynchers 
and told Lewis the men whom he had killed 
weretwo ofthe ringleaders in the party, 


while Clayton was a third. 

If you ever hear of Clayton dying with his 
boots on, Hooper remarked to Lewis, you 
will know who killed him.“ 

During December Hooper disappeared, and 
soon after Lewis read of; the assassination of 
Clayton. Lewis called at Hooper’s house and 
Hooper’s son said he did not know where his 
father was. Later Lewis learned that Hooper 
had reappeared and bought a ranch at 
Ranchito. During the investigation by fhe 
Sheriff letters were received from Gov. 
Eagle of Arkansas, stating that Tom Hooper 
was brought up tm Conway County, arkansas, 
and went through the warin the Confederate 
army; that he was in Eagle’s regiment when 
quitea boy. He left the State in 1868 or 1869, 
and had not been there since to live. 
The Governor’s description is said to 
fit the Ranehito Hooper. He aleo 
said Hooper’s father was murdered 
about the time stated. The Sheriff was about 
to arrest Hooper last winter when the floods 
came and cut off connection with Ranchito 
for severaldays. During that time Hooper 
was taken down with pneumonia and died. 
Gov. Eagle, in replying, under date of March 
31, 1890, a communication from Sheriff 
Aguirre of Los Angeles County requests speci- 
mens of Hooper’s writing. © concludes by 
saying: 

‘*‘Cireumstances that bave come to light 
point to Hooper az the- Drobable person who 
committed this crime/ If he did, and is now 
dead, he cannot be cénvicted in the courts, 
but I hope you will immediately take this up 
and help us rush it to a conclusion.’’ 


The Investigation Committee. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., April 25.—The members 
ot the committee appointed by Congress to 
investigate the Clayton-Breckinridge House 
contested election case, consisting of Levi 
Marsb of Pennsylvania, ©. A. Bergen, New 
York; R. P. C. Wilson, Missouri; J. F. Lacey 
Iowa, and W. O. Cooper, Ohio, arrived yes 
terday. Hon. C. FP. Breckinridge, the con- 
testees, accompanied the committee. The in- 
vestigation will be conducted in this citv and 
will last some time as there are hundreds of 
witnesses to be examined. The first session 
began at 9 o’clock this morning in the Federal 
Court-room.

The French and Salad-Making.

Not the least of the reasons why a little trip 


to Paris or Brussels makes a new man of you 
is that you eat plenty of salad—athing which 
the Briton upon his native heath very rare 

thinks of doing. Indeed he could not doit it 
he wished, since the noble art of salad-mak- 
ing is about as badly understood in England 
as the art of roasting meat is inFrance. I8 
r ay be hoped, then, that the interesting lec- 
ture delivered yesterday at Westminster by 
M. Henri de Vilmorin, the distinguished 
French horticulturist, will bave good fruit. M. 
de Vilmorin described the almost endless va- 
rieties of salad which are grown forthe Paris 
market, and he pra them none too 
highly. In particular he called atten- 
tion to the dandelion, which makes a delicious 
salad, despite its strange neglect by our cooks 
and market gardeners.

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TOO MUCH PATERNALISM. 

The compulsory education law of Illinois 
was favored by both political parties and 
did not, like the Bennett law of Wiscon- 
sin. single out any class of private schools 
and make it the duty of the authorities to 
destroy them. The Illinois law exempted 
the parent from punishment if he sent 
his child to a private school approved by 
the Public School Board of his district. 
This allowed the board some discretion in 
the way of conceding something to the 
natural rights and preferences of the par- 
ent with reference to the education of his 
child. 

Yet even this discretion has been 80 
abused as to show that the IIlinois law 
also must be amended to prevent it from 
being used for the suppression of private 
schools as commendable and praise- 
worthy as any liberal mind can ask. A 
German Lutheran parochial school in 
Jackson County, III., in which all the 
branches required by law were well 
taught in the English langyage, was 
broken up by the prosecution of its pa- 
trons, and another similar school was 
similarly suppressed in Randolph 
County. In the latter case the school 
directors of three of the districts from 
which the school drew pupils had ap- 
proved their attendance, but the direct- 
ors of another district considered it in 
the way of their district school, refused 
to let any pupils from their district at- 
tend it, and actually broke it up by prose- 
cuting the parents of those who did at- 
tend. 
All the good results obtainable 
compulsory education laws can be accom- 
plished without carrying paternalism ‘in 
government to such an unreasonable and 
offensive extreme. Whena parent's so- 
licitude for the proper education of his 
child is attested by the liberal provision 
he makes for its education out of his own 
means, and if the man is saue and fit to be 
trusted withthe supportand guardian- 
ship of his own children, no government 
on earth can provide the child a truer or 
better guardianship, and no State should 
presume toinvade the family circle for 
the purpose of setting aside a parent’s 
most sacred rights and usurping his ten- 
derest functions. We should be sorry to 
see any such warfare against private 
schools inaugurated in Missouri under the 
delusion that it will strengthen the public 
schools or promote the cause of public 
education.

The Pennsylvania Legislature 
enacted a statute exempting all business 
corporations except brewing companies 
from taxation on their capital stock, and 
the brewing companies claimed that the 
discrimination against them was uncon- 
stitutional. But the court held that brew- 
ing companies are a specific class by 
themselves; that the provision required 
uniform taxation as to them, and did not 
require a uniform rule of taxation for all 
manufacturing companies as a specific 
class of subjects, This opens a new ave- 
nue of assault on the breweries for the 
cold-water men, but the State Supreme 
Court is yet to pase upon the point.

THE WOOL TRADE. 


How Low Rentals Have Assisted 
in Building Up the St. 
Louis Market. 


Dealers Predict That the Coming 
Season Will Surpass All 
Others in Receipts. 


„ 
Numerous Evidences of the Growth of the 


Industry Here—New Houses Steadily 
Entering Into the Trade—Disadvantages 
Under Which the Eastern Merchants 
Labor—A Prophesy That St. Louis Witt 
Eventually Become the Largest Wool 
Market in the Country—Local Receivers 
and Handlers of the Article Discuss the 
General Outlook for the Year. 


The article published in last Friday’s Post- 
DISPATCH reviewing the wonderful progress 
St. Louis has made as a woo! market, and giv- 
ing the views of various local dealers as to the 
causes that have produced this result, at- 
tracted widespread attention. All the mer- 
chants, without exception, give the system 
of cash dealing and quick re- 
turns peculiar to this market 
credit for being largely responsible for the 
wonderful growth of trade here. They say 
that the shippers liketo know as soon as 
possible how they stand on their clip and 
naturally wantto be paidfor their product 
immediately instead of being kept waiting for 
months asisthe case when they send their 
goods to the Eastern markets. St. Louis Is 
the only market inthe country upon which 
they ean rely for quick returns, wool fre- 
quently being disposed of here onthe day of 
its arrival unless orders are given to hold it. 
The growers do not lose the interest ou their 
money when they ship here, as is the 
case when woo! is sent to the Eastern market. 
Then no storage or insurance charges are 
made here as is the casein the East, and va- 
rious other charges made there are omitted 
in this market. The commission charged 
here is much less than inthe East, and wool 
is handled more economically in every re- 
spect in this market than in any other in the 
country. In addition to selling direct to the 
Eastern mills,who have representatives bere, 
placing St. Louis on the same footing with 
Boston and other eeaboard points with re- 
spect to manufacturing establishments in the 
East, allthe Western milis make their pur 
chases almost exclusively in this market, 


as they cannot get the wools used by them at 
any other point. These are the various 
reasons for the remarkable growth of the 
wool industry here. This growth is all the 
more wonderful when it is considered that St. 
Louis has shown such large gains in this line 
of trade the past two years in spite of the gen- 
eral depression which existed during that 
time in the woo! manufacturing business. 
MR. HERMAN BIENENSTOK 
of S. Bienenstok & Co., in discussing the sit- 
uation remarked: ‘‘One of the best evidences 
of the progress this city is making as a wool 
market is the manner in which houses in that 
line have sprung up here. A few years ago 
thore were only afew wool firms in St. Louis; 
now there are scores of them. Last year 
there was more effort than ever made here to 
handle wools and many houses 
who heretofore handled wools in 
N small way in connection with 
other commission business have been drop- 
ping the other lines gradually and devoting 
their attentions exclusively to wool. We 
have acquired for customers at this market 
a large line of manufacturers from the 
Southern, Western and Northern States in 
addition tothe Eastern manufacturers who 
have always made ita point to have buyers 
here to secure theirsupplies as the wool 
comes in and then grade it to suit thelr textile 
wants. This is particularly true of all 
large mills in the East. The low 
rents here have been a great ad- 
vantage in favor of St. Louis 
as a wool market, as it has enabled us to 
handle the article on a closer margin than 
the Eastern h uses. The wool business is 
very bulky and takes up a great deal of room. 
It is not necessary by any means in this busi- 
ness to have costly buildings and handsomely 
appointed and frescoed offices. All that is 
required isto keep the grades separated and 
have good light so that the buyer Can see pre- 
cisely what he desires. The business men 
engaged in the trade in St. Louis have 
as large, and in many instances larger and 
more spacious quarters than the Eastern 
houses. Both the commission men and deal- 
ers in wool have their places of business situ- 
ated close tothe railroac and river outlets, 
and in asection of the city where rents are 
low, You do not find them in the fashionable 
business quarter of the city, where land is 
very costly, and in elaborate buildings, with 
costly offices attacked, as is the case with 
wool men inthe Eastern markets. As the 
profits on all raw materials where 
the value is ascertainable is not 
over 3 to 5 per cent of its actuai cost the busi- 
ness will not allow these high rentals. Thore 
is no need for wool mento seek quarters in 
high-priced neighborhoods, as no matter 
where they are the buyers and mill men Il 
hunt them up if — are handlers or recelyv- 
ers of any magnitude., Besides, most every 
active and large bandler and receiver of wool 
is thoroughly posted about all consumers and 
knows in general about what each needs for 
the class of goods he is maflufacturing, 80 
that whenever the wool dealer has an article 
he knows will suit certain consumers be noti- 
fies them of the fact. This business is 
not lixe retail dry goods and other fancy lines 
which rely on ladies for patronage. They, of 
course, must find fancy quarters on promli- 
nent thoroughfares where rentais are very 
high as their customers could not be induced 
to patronize them if they were located ina 
less fashionable neighborhood. Ihave known 
of a building erected inthe Kastfor the wool 
trade on which the owners of the structure 
have realized a profit of $50,000. No firm in 
St. Louis would be willing to ay 
the interest on the profits of that 
building, although we have structures 
here occupied by the trade which are more 
ee and better adapted to the business. 
fool or any other raw material cannot be 
handled judiciously'and for the best interest 
of the grower and consumer under such large 
expenses. Where goods are handled at heavy 
expense somebody must pay the fiddler. In 
handling raw material it is quantity that pays. 
All lines of business are now syatematized 
and worked on such small margin that un.ess 
every expense is curtailed there is little profit 
left for anybody. St. Louis wool merchants 
have cheap rents and light expenses, which 
enable them to make lower charges than is 
made in other markets for handling the arti- 
cle and the merchants here are active and au- 
ergetic, the hotel and railroad accommoda- 
tions the very best, the banks are liberal in 
the matter of accommodating those who de- 
sire money with loans at as low a rate as can 
be obtained anywhere, and we are within 
easy access of both producer and menu.

It will be the aim ot our 
firm and also ot our fellow merchants here, 
to uphold prices and prove to the 
country that St. Louis intends to attain the 
highest positlon as the leading wool market 
ofthe land. In this effort we should have the 
co-operation of every branch of business 
here. Ithink the continned agitation of the 
tariff has done more than anything else to 
unsettle the woo! trade. Last year it made 
shippers hold back their goods, and those that 
sent their wool first to market reaped the 
largest profit.’’ 

MR. CHARLES J. HOGAN 
of the Hogan Commission Co. said: Ido 
not know what I could add to what was stated 
in the PosT-DISPATCH last week concerning 
St. Louis as a wool market.

St. Louis has a number of advantages as a 
wool market,’’ remarked Mr. T. C. Taylor of 
T. OC. Taylor & Co., and the coming season 
will undoubtedly eclipse all others here. This 
market is particularly well prepared for hand- 
ling this seasen’s woolclip. Stocks of ‘old 
are reduced to a minimum here, and tbe con- 
ditions are most favorable for handling the 
new clip; Eastern markets are also 
bare of certain wools, and manu- 
facturers are looking to the West to 
supply their wants. St. Louis is recognized 
asthe depot of supply for several grades of 
wools and is attracting the attention of a, 
wider circle of buyers each year. until now 
manufacturers, dealers and speculators from 
the East and ali parts of the country, in fact, 
are represented here in competition with our 
local dealers. This extended competition in- 
sures at all times top values and at 
the same time facilitates quick handling. 
which means quicg returns at minimum cost. 

‘*While I see no positive element to enhance 
values, yet there exists a strong under-cur- 
rent of sentiment that induces the belief in 
better prices at the opening on the spring 
clip. hia;sfirmness in feeling might be traced 
to a belief in a prospective change in the 
tariff, tending to check importations, and in- 
crease duties. Whether any change is made 
or not, the agitation of ‘tariff’ will have the 
effect to start speculation and at least stimu- 
late an active demand. Growers should not 
hold their wools, but should send them on as 
soon as they can get their shipments ready 
and realize on them at market values, In 
nine cases Out of ten it pays best to do so. 

MR. ALBERT SOCHOTT-~ 
of J. Schott 4 Co. sad: Tue prospect for 
the coming season seems more encouraging 
for the wool business, and looks particularly 
bright for §t. Louis, The indications point to 
an improvement in the wool interests of the 
country in many respects. We cannot expect 
a boom in very high prices on accountof the 
depression which has existedin the manu- 
facturing trade the past two 
seasons, but, with proper legislation

WANT A NEW HOME. | 


THE ORDER’S NEEDS. 


One Hundred Thousand Dollars Needed to 
Further a Great and Good Work in Bt. 
Louis—A Charitable Organization Pre- 
vented by Poverty From Doing Good—A 
Crowded and Inconveniest Egtablish- 
meat. 


HE offer of Adolphus 

Busch to give sixteen 

acres of land—Bam- 

berger’s Grove—to the 

community of the 

i Good Shepherd, on the 

condition that the cit- 

izens of St. Louis fur- 

nish the funds to build 

a house for the order 

on this land, indueed 

the sisters to renew 

their efforts toward 

securing the necessary 

funds. The present 

house of the order in the city is on the block 

bounded by Pine, Chestnut, Seventeenth 

and Eighteenth streets. It contained yes- 

terday 515 inmates, including the members 

of the Order of the Good Shepherd, the Mag- 

dalenés who are reformed women who wish 

to remain inthat shelter, the penitents who 

have lead immoral lives and wish to reform, 

and the class of preservation which is com- 

posed of children from 4 months to 15 years 
old. 

For some years the house has been too small 
to properly accommodate all the inmates and 
it is now crowded to an unhealthy extent. The 
sisters have been 

COMPELLED TO REFUSE 
to receive additions tothe class of preserva- 
tion, and have to refuse to receive inebriates. 
Their good work has in this way been cur- 
talled and their influence lessened, much to 
their sorrow. 

There was a meeting in the house yesterday 
of ladies and gentlemen interested in the or- 
der and its work with the object of seeing the 
institution, and its needs, and with a view to 
assist the sisters in obtaining funds to build a 
new home. Theorder owns some property 
on Taylor avenue, where it intended at one 
time to build a new home. The site is 
not suitable, and recently an option 
was given to sell the ground for $60,000. There 
is a debt of $20,000 on the property, so that 
if the sale is made there will be a surplus of 
$40,000 to devote to new buildings on the Bam- 
berger’s Grove property. When those build- 
ings are erected the Seventeenth and Pine 

treet house will be sold, and considerable 
money will be realized from that. But itis 


estimated that $200.000 will be required. Half 
— that must be raised by popular subscrip- 
tion. 

The Seventeenth and Pine street house is the 
headquarters of the Western Province of the 
order. It was builtin 1852, and from it sis- 
ters have gone forth to found eleven houses, 
one asiar away as Quito, Ecuador. It haus 
been supported almost entirely by gifts from 
friends ofthe order. It has no endowment, 
no definite income savethe small sum that 
can be earned by the inmates. 

Since the establishment of the order In St. 
Louis it bas carried on the work of reforming 
fallen women. Any woman who wished to 
try for a better life has been admitted, given 
encouragement and instruction. There are 
many women in the institution who have been 
there for over —— years. Having ro- 

ented of their step aside they went to the 

louse of the Good Shepherd, were received, 
were later admitted to the class of Magdalenes 
under vow to remain a year and have renewed 
this vow every year, or have taken a per- 
petual vow. They have thus been saved from 
participation in the contest outside the insti- 
tution, where, being so weak, they would 
probably have drifted into the old evil ways. 

Since 1845, the year of the establishment, 

3,597 WOMEN 
have passed through the institution, anda 
large percentage of these have remained true 
to their promises of good lives. The good 
work of the order in this community is unde- 
niable. 

But the sisters have been handicapped for 
some years by the crowded condition of their 
house. They showed the entire establish- 
ment yesterday to the visitors. 

Headed by the Mother Assistantthe ladies 
and gentlemen were conducted all over the 
block of buildings, a journey occupying al- 
most two hours. 

For obvious reasons the classes of inmates 
are separated, as to diniug-rooms, dormito- 
ries, work-rooms and recreation grounds. 
The work of the Inmates is the making of 
jeans trousers and cheap shirts, the finishing 
of better class shirts, fine sewing, dress- 
making and washing. For most of this work 
but the merest pretense of pay is received, 
and the work is done in crowded rooms with- 
out the advantages of good machinery and 
appliances. 

The tine sewing is done by the Magdalenes, 
who areinthe north wing of the building. 
These women wear a habit and bear religious 
names. Mostofthem know little of sewing 
when they enter the order but are taught to 
do beautiful work, for which there ie consid- 
erable demand. The quarters of this class 
are light and comparatively roomy, but they 
have practically no recreation grounds, and 
consumption causes many deaths in their 
ranks. 

The penitents do the shirt and trousers 
making. This class is subdivided; part are 
engaged on the machine work and part upon 
hand work. Their work-roows are light, and 
not un comfortable at thieseason of the year, 
though lu summer extremely hot. The hand 
sewers sit in rows — a platform, working 
steadily all of the working bours. They have 
music as recreation. In every division of the 
building there isa plano, and when work is 
over music can be heard everywhere. The 
hand-sewers sang for the guests of yesterday 
afternoon, and seemed to enjoy itas much as 
the visitors. 

Another division of the penitents is engaged 
on laundry work in cramped quarters in the 
basement.

/CAUSE OF THE RECENT DISTURBANOES 
AT MOSCOW... 


Students Give a Ball Against Orders Outside 
the City, Attended by Females of Ques- 
tionable Character—Hundréds of Young 
Men Arrested and Imprisoned— Mme. 
Zebrikoff's Share in the Affair. 


Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPaTcH. 

NEW YORK, April 25.—A morning paper 
publishes the following correspondence from 
from St. Petersburg under date of April 7: 

At last, after many disagreeable scenes, the 
disturbances here with the students seem 
likely to be quietly ended. Telegrams have 
given the general features of these disturb- 
ances and disaffections, but as Russian tele- 
grams are tampered with by the state, the ac- 
count of the whole thing at length will be in- 
teresting. The first symptoms appeared at 
Moscow, and in a very simple way. 
The students of the Petrosky School 
of Agriculture wished to have a 
ball, and to this the directors 
of the school objected, inasmuch as the school 
is five versts outside of Moscow, and it was 
rightly conjectured that few would face these 
five versts late at night, covered with snow as 
they were. The students, however, over- 
ruled the directors and gave a ball, and as all 
their women friends refused invitations they 
invited all sorts of questionable characters of 
the female sex, that the directors might not 
ery 1 told you s0’’ and their ball 
prove a failure. These ladies as 
the night wore on felt themselves in 
comfortable quarters. The way was long, 
the wind was cold,’’ so they stayed where 
they were, and next morning when the rector 
turned up there was a scene. The excite- 
ment spread to other colleges and universi- 
ties; a petition for redress of their liberties 
wassentto the authorities by the students, 
with the result that 500 students were arrested 
in Moscow and the university and ali schools 
were closed. About a fortnight ago the fret 
signs appeared here in St. Petersburg 
and at dawn regiments of Cos- 
sacks were marched daily from the 


barracks to the university, which stands 

on the banks of the Neva inthe Wasily Island. 

It must first be understood that students in 

Russia have no right to collect in a body,and, 

of course, let their wrongs be what they may, 
no right to offer a petition, these two acts 

BEING SEVERELY PUNISHED. 

Last week, however, despite ali law, they 

committed both these, a band of the more 

courageous having the temerity to begin a 

disturbance outside a church in Newsky. sey- 

eral arrests were made and when the students 
gathered together for their lect- 
ures, on Monday last, a procia- 
mation was given to euch. Mendeleff, 
the famous Russion professor of chemistry, 
had presented a petition to the Minister of 
Education, Delianoff, butthe latter had re- 
fused to receive it, strongly censuring Mende- 
leff for his presumption iu so openly break- 
ing one of the strictest university laws. 

Mendeletf, however, persisted, giving his 

word that the students would make no dis- 
turbance if their petition was accepted, but 
this Delianoff angrily declined. All this be- 
came known and the proclamation which was 
strongly worded, was read out by one of the 
students to his fellows. Immediately a scene 
of the wildest excitement prevailed. Gen. 
Novikoff, husband by the way of the famous 

Mme. Novikoff, who writes in England under 
the initiais O. K., was called for. He is Pro- 
vost of all universities and schools in St. 
Petersburg. One hundred and fifty of the 
students who remained in the lecture hall 
with their professors were hooted, and the 
body of noisy students kept on 

SINGING AND WHISTLING. 

At length Gen. Novikoff and Mendeleff came, 
the latter receiving his permission for retire- 
ment from the university from Gen. Novikoff 
openly. The disorder then reached its climax 
and the Cossacks and police, that till then 
were hidden, came on the scene and at once 
proceeded to arrest on all sides. In the un! 
versity 130 arrests were made, but even the 
150 who had sat quietly at the lecture during 
the entire disturbance were later arrested and 
imprisoned for four days, being released on 
Thursday last. 

An amusing incident, very characteristic 
of autocratic rule in Russia, occurred in the 
Wilburgsky Thurm, where these innocent 
students were kept. The first night they 
spent in solitary confinement, but as even 
Gen. Gresser, the commander of the police in 
St. Petersburg, has some sense of justice, it 
was decided that the students should be con- 
fined in twos. Accordingly, early in the 
morning policemen entered the cells and de- 

tired the students to go with them, meaning 

place them in celle destined fortwo. Many 

f the young fellows, believing this meant 

nstant execution, tell upon their knees in 
ag. meade many more refused to move ana had 
to be dragged out. All of them were very 
much alarmed at Gen. Gresser’s liberality, as 
it appeared to them at first sight. 

ZEBRIKOFF. 

The old proverb, ‘‘cherchez la femme’’ 
holds good inthe case of the disturbances in 
most cases, inasmuch as Zebrikoff, the re- 
nowned lady novelist, has had more to do 
with these disturbances than any one. Of 
course we all know whatare the borrors of 
Siberian exiles, but till they are brought 
home to us we wink at them. Some time ago, 
however, Zebrikoff or Tshebrikoff, not 
Sshebriovas as some give it, received 
a letter from Siberia, telling her 
of a prison tyrant there who made the 
lives of some women so wretched that they 
decided to kill themselves by starvation, but 
the sufferings of this death were so terrible 
that they had to desist.

THE OCEAN CARRYING TRADE, 


The Figures Revealing a Poor Showing 
for the United States. 


By Telegravh to the POST-DISPATON. 

NEW YORK, April 25.—How insignificant a 
part the United States plays in the ocean car- 
rying trade of the world is strikingly shown 
in the annual compilation of grain trade sta- 
tistics made by Wm. Ferguson of the Ameri- 
can Grain Co. The futures are accepted as 
official on the Produce Exchange. Out ot 
1,996 vessels which carried grain ana bread- 
stuffs from this port during 1889 to meet the 
consumptive demand of Europe only fourteen 
vessel loads sailed under the American flag. 
As a matter of fact there were only four 
American ships, but they made several trips 


and carried fourteen loads. These fine 
Yankee boats were the old steamers Ohio, 
Pennsylyania, Indiana and Illinois, owned by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Co., and originally 
built for the American Steamship Line, which 
tor a brief time ran vessels between Ph iladel- 
phia and Liverpool. The competition of Brit- 
ish subsidized wessels killed the line. The 
United States with four steamers, making 
fourteen trips, carried only 571,169 bushels of 
grain during 1889, while Great Britain with 616 
ships, monopolized 24,954,719 bushels, which 
is not far from fifty times greater. Even little 
Denmark, which is about the size of a single 
county in one of our States, outdid us,for she 
had twenty-one vessel loads carrying 598,265 
bushels. Belgium comes next to Great 
Britain in the trade, but still a long way after, 

having 70 ship loads and 4,236,672 bushels. 

Then comes Gérmany with 167 vessel loads or 
3,887,355 bushels. France is next, her 35 ships 
earrying 1,445,511 bushels. The Dutch follow 
with 644,820 bushels carried in 21 ship loads. 

Italy had nearly the same share, 605,805 
bushels in 15 vessels. Spain carried 323, 421 in 
8 vessels; 10 Austrian ships had 289,139; 9 Por- 
tuguese ships had 235,162 and 6 Norwegian 
craft 162,599 bushels. 

THE SAILING SHIP. 

The sailing ship is fast disappearing from 
the grain-carrying trade. Only thirty-one 
cargoes went out under gail last year, of 
which ten were Austrian and seven Portu- 
guese. In 1887 there were seventy-four sail- 
ing ships carrying 1,992,921 bushele of grain 
from New York. Some idea of the rapidity 
with which sail is disappearing may be had 
from the fact that in 1880 there were 1,782 
sailers in the trade. The total shipments of 
grainfrom New York last year by sail and 
steam were 37,906,269 bushels. This was an 
improvement upon 1888, when the total was 
only 25,159,964 Dushels as against 52,754,497 in 
1887. 

The steady decrease of New York as a grain 
shipping port will be seen from the following 
comparative tabie, giving the exports of 
ral by sail and steam from this port since 
1880:

BROTHER AGAINST BROTHER, 


A Queer Transaction in Mining Stock as 
Exposed to View in Court, 


The United States Circuit Court-room was 
filled this morning with lawyers, mining stock 
brokers and other persons, all entertained by 
the hearing of a suit in attachment 
brought by Marcus C. Isaacs of Chi- 
cago against his brother, Jacob L. Isaacs 
of St. Louis for $7,000. Marcus C. Isaacs 


attached the building on Olive street near 
Eleventh street, owned and occupied by his 
brother, charging tbat his brother had de- 
frauded him of the sum named above in a 
mining stock deal. 

The story, as it developed in court, was 
worth listening to. In arch, 1888, Jacob 
L. Isaacs wrote his Chicago brother 
that through the favor of friends 
he had come into possession of 
some Aztec mining stock and he had induced 
the President, Mr. Einstein, to hold 10,000 
shares for his brother, Marcus. The mine was 
a good one andthe stock was bound to be 
valuable. There was no stock on the market. 
It was being devided among a few gentiemen 
and Marcus might consider himself fortunate 
to be let in. 

Marcus took 5,000 shares ofthe stock at 60 
cents, and later took 5,000 more at 72 cents. 
These prices were largely in excess of the 
market value of the stock, Marcus Isaacs now 
claims, and he also claims thatthe mine was 
valueless. 

For services in putting his brother in the 
way of getting this valuable stock Jacob 
Isaacs charged his brother 142 per cent com- 
mission. 

Last October, Marcus Isaacs testified this 
morning, he met his brother inthe Southern 
Hotel, The latter confessed he had 
‘*wronged’’ his brother. Marcus demanded 
restitution, but Jacob said he could not re- 
tura the money—that he was finanoiaily em- 
barrassed. Marcus suggested he discount 
notes and so obtain funds. Jacob said no 
bank would take his paper. At the end ot tue 
conversation Marcas agreed to take hie 
brether’s notes—seven for $]1,000 each. After 
the notes were accepted, Marcus testified, hia 
brother said he would not pay the notes and 
never intended to pay them. 

Here a wrangle began. Judge Thayer 
started it by putting a question to the witness. 
He wanted to know whatthe notes were for. 
The plaintiff's counsel followed that line to 
show there had been no change in the relation 
of the parties occasioned by the acceptance of 
the notes. They claimed that fraud had been 
confessed and restitution demanded. The 
nates had been offerea in resti- 
tution and had been accepted on the 
belief that they were money. Their existence 
made proof ot fraud eéasier, and did not 
change the relation of parties. Defendant's 
counsel read authorities to show that the ac- 
ceptance of the notes was equivalent toa 
waiver of rights under the allegation of fraud, 
and had changed what was claimed tobea 
fraudulent transaction into a dept whieh 
could not be collected before maturity. 

Judge Thayer took the point under con- 
sideration for an hour.

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LEHMANN ACQUITTED, 


JUDGE THAYER VIRTUALLY INSTRUCTS 
THE JURY TO FIND HIM NOT GUILTY. 


Another Naturalization Fraud Case Put Out 
of Sight—The Once Convicted Member of 
the House of Delegates Defeats the Gov- 


ernment on a Second Trial—Future 


Prosecutions. 


Julius Lebmgnn, member ofthe House of 
Delegates, indicted for aiding and abetting 
some nine aliens to obfain naturalization cer- 
tificates to which they were not entitled and 
for ewearing falsely as to the qualifications of 
the nine applicants, was last evening after a 
two days’ trial in the United States 
Cireult Court acquitted. During the 


rush of applicants for naturalization in the 
Court of Criminal Correction in the fall of 
1888 the nine persons mentioned in the Leh- 
manniindictment,un representations that they 
arrived in this country three years before 
arriving at maturity and bad resided for five 
years continuously in this country, were 
given certificates of citizenship without 
the preliminary of a delaration of 
intention which persons who arrive after 
having passed elghteen years in this worid 
are required by lawto make. The record of 
the court shows that Julius Lehmann 
acted in each one of the nine cases as witness 
to the truth of the applicant’s representa- 
tions. On trial of the indictment it was 
shown that not one of the nine 
was entitled to naturalization under the 
section ofthe law invoked all, having arrived 
in this country many years after their 
elghteenth birthdays. In a faint way Lehmann 
was connected with every one of the cases, 
but it was not directly proved that the ap- 
plicants wilfully perjured themselves or were 
awaretbat they had committed any offense 
under the law or that Leh- 
mann had been sworn or examined 
on their behalt. The Clerk, Deputy 
Clerk and Judge of the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection all testified that there had been un- 
varying rules of procedure ſu all the natural- 
ization cases, that the applicants and wit- 
nesses were invariably sworn and examined. 
But none ofthe court officers could say that 
Lebmann appeared as witness for any one of 
the applicants mentioned in the indictment. 
They remembered he was in court as a wit- 
ness, but for whom they could not say. 

Their testimony as to the invariable rules 
was attacked by witnesses for the defense, 
who testified that no rules prevailed in the 
courts at all times. Sometimes the oaths 
were administered, and sometimes witness 
and applicant were examined, but not al- 
ways. 

Judge Thayer instructed the jury to find 

not guilty on the counts 

indictment charging him with 

and abetting the applicants, 

no evidence having been introduced 

to convict him under these counts. As to the 

remaining counts, false 1 the jury 

would consider the evidence and find acoord- 

ingly. The instructions leaned strongly to 
the defendant’s side. 

Lehmann’s attorney did not address the 
jury. The District Attorney spoke an hour, 

The jury deliberated for an hour and then 
returned a verdict of not guilty. 

DISTRICT ATTORNEY REYNOLDS 
saidthis morning: It was the Judge who 
prevented the Government from ob- 
taining a conviction in the Leh- 
mann case. In concluding his instruction 
he told the jury that it was this Government 
thought it better that ten gullty men should 
go free than that one innocent man 
should be punished. The law, he suid, re- 
quired the ury, if it found a man 
Kullty it must find him guilty without reason- 
abie doubt. He felt it to be bis duty to in- 
struct that the Court entertained doubts as te 
the defendant’s gulit, but as that was 
a matter for the jury to decide 
he would leave it with the jury, etc. After 
such instructions lwondered greatly that the 
jury remained out an hour, and feel sure that 
without such instruction we would have got a 
conviction.’’ 

What shall you do with regard to the other 
naturalization fraud cases?’’ 

‘*‘Try them. Oh, we willgoright on and do 
our duty. 

Lehmann was once tried in the United States 
District Court, virtuaily on the same charge, 
and convicted. He filed an affidavit that he 
could furnish evidence to break the invariable 
rule, and was granted anew trial. <A new in- 
dictment was subsequently found, and that 
was transferred to the Circuit Court.

Sarasate and D' Albert at Music 
Dramatie Gossip. 


The reception acoorded the famous must 
cians, Pablo de Sarasate and Eugene D’ Albert 
at the Grand Music Hall last night must have 
been highly gratitying to them. In spite of 
the fact that so great a master as Von Bulow 
bad appeared on the preceding evening, over 
2,000 people assembled to hear the famous 
violinist and the great pianist, and all who 
were fortunate enough to attend were more 
than repaid, as wasamply evidenced by the 
enthusiastic and generally discrimina- 
ting applause with which the performers 
were greeted at the close of each number. 


D’ Albert opened the performance by arendli- 
tion of asonata of Beetnoven. Immediately 
the difference between his style and that of 
Von Bulow was apparent. D’Albert’s tech- 
nique was marvelous, hie fiugering fully 
equal to that of Von Bulow, ‘and his interpre- 
tation characterized by greater originality 
and enthusiasm. It was remarked by experts 
thatthe difference between the treatment of 
Beethoven by D’Albert and Von Bulow was 
the difference between the conception 
of a young and an old man. In 
subordmating his individuality to that of the 
composer, and in bringing out the depth and 
grandeur so characteristic of the composer 
D’Alvert hardly succceded so well as Von 
Bulow. In fact, as the concert proceeded it 
became evident that Beethoven was not the 
composer to bring out the strongest points of 
the pianist. In hie rendition oi the Ber- 
ceuse’’ of Chopin he need fear no comparison 
with the greatest pianist of the world. The 
wild weird strains of the great Pole, 
pervaded by a tragic undercurrent, were 
much better suited to his genius than the 
stately and profound grandeur of Beethoven. 
This impression was empbasized when he 
performed the“ Norweglan Bridal Procession’’ 
of Greig, called the second Chopin, or the 
Chopin of the North. The weird Norse 
strains, with the strength and melancholy 
characteristic of the Scandinavian spririt, 
brought out in a mannerso clear and sym- 
pathetic thatthe most ignorant in musical 
matters could not fail to perceive it. Ihat a 
performer of the Latin rice should 80 
clearly comprehend the Scandinavian spirit, 
and express it with such feeling and sympathy 
was by no means the least remarkable feature 
of the performance. A concession to the 
popular taste was made in the Strauss-Tausig 
valse, which was brilliant and strong, and 
displayed to advantage the wonderful tech- 
nijue of the artist. n response to an encore 
he gave an etude by Rubinstein, a tour de 
force for the wrist so difficult as 
to be very seldom attempted. D' Albert is 
admitted by musical critics to be the 
pianist in the world, the 
place by general consent being 
awarded to Rubinstein, and the second to 
Von Bulow. Rubinstein predicts that 
D’ Albert will surpass them both, as he isa 
young man, and starts at a point which it 
took them many years to attain. 

Pablo de Sarasate proved that he was well 
‘worthy ot his great fame. If D' Albert is the 
third living pianist, none assign Sarasate a 
lower position among violinists, while prob- 
ably a majority of musicians rank him higher 
than either of bis rivals, Joachin and 
Camilla Urso. Contrary to the usual 
custom ot artists of bis class, 
he played no solos, being always aceom- 
ogee by apianist. In this place it would 

e difficult ifnot impossibleto find an equal 
toMme. Berthe Marx. Her accompaniment 
was absolutely fauitiess, being techn and 
completely subordinate throughout and in 
fact ali that an accompaniment could be. 
Surasate opened with the Kreutzer sonata 
of Beethoven, and his strong points were 
soon apparent. A better and more faithful 
interpreter of Beethoven on the vpvio- 
lin has seldom if ever been heard. 
His delivery, expression anu _ feeling 
were delicacy itself, every note and strain 
was given with just the proper emphasis, the 
proportions were r throughout, and 
the player threw himself heart and soul into 
tha spirit of the composer. His work showed 
the fine sympathy and delicacy of a woman, 
while his execution was faultiess. In the 
Liebesfee of Raff he showed bis ability to 
appreciate and interpret the spirit of that 
composer as well as that of Beethoven. Sara- 
sate’s forte is interpretation, in which be is 
1 uad mitte to have no rival. 

ithout the ass ſon and melan- 
choly tendérness of Urso or the brilliancy of 
Joachin in certain styles, he is superior to 
both in breadth and depth of appreciation of 
the true spirit of composers of different 
schools. Altogether the performance was one 
of rare merit and more. than fulfilled the 
brightest expectation of the audience. The 
only unpleasant feature ot the evening was 
due to the andience, as the performers 
were twice interrupted by applause before the 
selection which they were giving was com-

A MEAN REVENGE, 


Timber Thieves Fire Valuable Tracts in New 
Jersey. 


By Telegraph tothe PoOstT-DISPATCH. 


MOORESTOWN, N. J., April 25.—The recent 
criminal prosecutions against the timber 
thieves who have been robbing some of the 
most valuable tracts in Burlington County, 
New Jersey, has resulted pretty much asthe 
owners expected. Fires were started Wednes- 
day in a dozen different places on Gen. John 
S. Quick’s 3,000-acre tract lin Southampton 


and in a very short time a big forest fire was 
raging. There has been no rain in that 
section for weeks and the under-brush 
was as dry as tinder, so that the flames 
epread rapidly. Couriers were sent in en di- 
rections to bring out the men to heip fight the 
fire, which by midnight was beyond control. 
Backing fire was resorted to» with good e re- 
sultsin several instances, but occasionally 
these fires wouid break away and do great 
damage. The firefighters worked all night 
long, and by vesterday morning were utterly 
wornont. Several houses on the tract that 
were occupled by the woodmen were de- 
stroyed, andthe occupants were forced to 
flee for their lives, without being able to save 
any of their personal belongings. Joseph 
Hinchman, J. Bowkerand J. Ballinger have 
lost heavily. Large quantities of cordwood 
were destroyed. Ihe fire is not yet under 
control.

The Killing of the Baisdens, Desperadoes, 
of Logan County, Kentucky. 


Pv Telecranh to the POST-DISPATCH. 

PARKERSBURG, Pa., April 25.—N. J. Keadle, 
a Deputy Internal Revenue Collector, has just 
returned from Logan County and furnishes 
the following authentic statement concerning 
the killing of the Baisdens in that region—the 
Baisdens were desperadoes of the most dan- 
gerous character and were shot while resist- 
ing the officers. John Henry Baisden and Lee 
White were run out of Logan County some 
time ago and ed to Kentucky, where 
they were indicted for felony. They 
then returned to 


and soon after Jobn 
Wm. Baisden killed Robert Irons in Virginia. 


the mountains of Logan County. On his re- 
turn John Henry Baisden found that John 
Lee White had brought his wife over from 
Kentucky and was living with her at the house 
of Jim Brewer on Marrowbone. John H. 
Baisden got his covsins, John and Jim Bais- 
den and his brother, Bill, to go with him after 
his wife and horse at Brewer’s. On their ar- 
rival they were met by White and Brewer and 
after bein denied his wife, a gen- 
eral firin egan. John H. Baisden was 
shot twice, but escaped with Jim and 
Bill. Jobn 8. Baisden was mortally 
wounded and left dying in the creek. Half 
an hour after the shooting Deputy Sheriff 
Bevins came up with a posse bearing warrants 
for the arrest of John Henry and Bill Baisden. 
Finding they had gone he summoned John 
Lee White to help him and overtook them at 
the house of Doc Buisden on Pigeon Creek. 
wr opened fire on the Sheriff and his posse. 
Bevins and White then fired on them, killing

A CURIOUS POINT 


Raised at the Trial of Two Men for the 
Murder of a Policeman, 


DETROIT, Mich., April 25.—A curious point 
was raised in the trial of the men, McCormick 
and Murray, charged with the murder of 
Patrolman Schumacher in March last, which 
is now in progress inthis city. Evidence had 
been adduced which positively identified 
Murray as the man who fired the fatal 
shot. The technicality upon which the case 
may be thrown out of courtand a new trial 
ordered was in the information which was 
found by defense to be defective. At the close 
ofthe evidence yesterday the lawyer for the 
defense asked that a verdict be ordered for 
the defendant. The ground of the motion 
was that the information charged that the de- 
fendant killed Patrolman Schumacher on 
March 4, and that no evidence had been pro- 
duced that he died onthat day. An opinion 
of Supreme Conrt, Judge Campbell, was read, 
in which it was held in the case 
of a murder the information was 
fatally defective in charging that 
murder was committed on one day when as a 
matter of fact the victim lingered for several 
days before he died. In reply Mr. Willcox, 
the public prosecutor, said that the case cited 
was not parallel with the one on trial, forthe 
reason that the deceased in the one case lin- 
gered for fourteen days and was removed to 
another county, whereas inthe present case 
he died the same nicht. Judge Chambers 
asked Mr. Willcox to be prepared with some 
authorities to support his case this morning, 
and court adjourned.

CAUGRT AT LAST. 


Sam Allen, a Fugitive Wisconsin Murderer, 
Recaptured at Whitcomb, Wash. 


NEILLSVILLE, Wis., April 25.—A telegram 
has been received from Sheriff Page of this 
(Clark) county stating that he had captured 
Sam Allen at Whitcomb, Wash., and was 
bringing bim back. Allen’s crime was com- 
mitted in the town of Loyal, this county, on 
the 15th of May, 1886. Allen, who was a well- 
to-do farmer with a much esteemed wife and 
family, became enamored of Mrs. Wright, 
a neighboring farmer’s wife. Mrs. 
Wright’s husband died very sud- 
denly and a post-mortem examina- 


tion disclosed the fact that he had been pois. 
oned. Mrs. Wright then made a confession 
that Allen had fed arsenic to Wright in gmail 
doses until the latter died. She saig that 
Allen had promised to marry her as soon as 
he could make way with his wife and Mrs. 
Wright could kill her husband. Mrs, Allen 
had been sick for some time, and after Allen’s 
arrest the medicine she was taking was touna 
to contain poison, supposed to have been 
placed therein by Alien. Allen’s trial and 
conviction were followed by a motion for a 
new trial. It was overruled and Allen was 
in jail awaiting sentence when he 
escaped. On the morning of May 26, 1887, 
when Sheriff Dyer went tothe jailhe discov- 
ered that Allen had escaped. Two fire-escape 
doors leading from the prisoners cell to the 
street had been mysteriously unlocked during 
the night and Allen, finding his way clear, 
walked out. It afterward developed that Mrs. 
Wright stole the key to the doors, slid it down 
a water spout from ber room on the second 
floor to where Allen could reach it, and thus 
enabled him to reach the woods. He struck 
across country, finally going to Washington. 

Allen made a desperate effort to throw the 
officers off his track by causing a letter to be 
mailed at Sydney, Australia, saying that one 
Dan Allen, a Neiliville, Wis., United States of 
America, murderer, had died at a little town in 
the interior after confessing his crime. The 
story was traced down by State Dep r 
officials and shown to be false. Mrs. Wright, 
who confessed that she conspired with Allen 
to murder her husband, is living in Michigan. 
The case against her was dropped.
